Lebanese government leaders 
have been summoned to 
Damascus to take part in a mini¬ 
summit this week, apparently as 
part of an intensive Syrian diplo¬ 
matic effort to head off Israel's 
proposal to withdraw from the 
security zone under the auspices 
of UN Security Council 
Resolution 425. 

Officially, the meeting has been 
called for Syria and Lebanon to 
coordinate their positions on the 
eve of upcoming visits to the 
region by European Union leaders 
and UN Secretary-General Kofi 

Annan . 

There has been speculation, 
however, that Syrian President 
Hafez Assad is concerned about 
reports that Israel and Lebanon 
have opened a secret channel of 
communications over the 425 ini¬ 
tiative. 

Assad's decision to summon 
Lebanese, leaders to Damascus 
was seen by Israeli analysts yes¬ 
terday as proof that the Israeli pro¬ 
posal had taken him by surprise. 

.. According to several reports, 
v^ssad has been acting in a way 
that indicates he is under pressure 
because Of the Israeli initiative, 
which also calls for Lebanon to 
ensure security arrangements 
along die northern border and 
security for the South Lebanese 
Army in the event of an IDF pull¬ 
out. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 
Shara led a top-level delegation to 
Beirut last week that met with 
Lebanese leaders, including 
President Elias Hrawi and Foreign 
Minister Farez Bouez. 

Later, Lebanese Prime Minister 
Rafik Hariri met in Damascus 
wife Syrian Vice President Abdel 
Halim Khaddara. The two rejected 
Israel’s proposal, saying they 
would not accept anything less 
than Israel’s unconditional with¬ 
drawal from south Lebanon and 
the Golan Heights.

Syria is pressing for the UN to 
use the same kind of assertiveness 
wife Israel feat it used in dealing 
wife Iraq. The main aim. however, 
according to Israeli analysts, is to 
divert attention from Israel's pro¬ 
posal and prevent a split in fee 
Lebanon-Syria track. 

The Lebanese leftist daily Ar- 
Safir reported yesterday that all of 
Lebanon’s leaders, including 
Parliament Speaker Nabih Bern, 
had been invited to fee summit. 

Former ambassador to the US 
Itamar Rabinovich, an expert on 
Syria, described Assad’s action as 
“a show of strength.*' 

The Tfel Aviv University expert 
said Assad’s advantage always has 
been his ability to do things like 
this. He contended feat Assad has 
decided to take this action because 
he does not like the Israeli initia¬ 
tive and wants to "nip it in the 
bud." 

“He is in a serious dilemma." 
said Reuven Merhav, a former 
director-general of fee Foreign 
Ministry who specializes in 
Middle Eastern affairs. “If fee 
Lebanese exert pressure on him to 
let them accept Israel's offer he 
will be in great difficulty." 


Merhav, who set up Israel’s quasi- 
embasssy in Beirut during the 1982 
Lebanon War, said he assumed feat 
fee Lebanese may tell Assad feat 
“Now we have a chance: We are fee 
ones who fought against the Israelis 
in the south and therefore should be 
able to decide whether to go for this 
deal.” 

Merhav pointed out that Assad is 
a signatory to the 1989 Taif 
Agreement on the basis of which 
Israel was supposed to withdraw 
from southern Lebanon and the 
Lebanese authorities were to have 
reasserted their authority there. 

He contended feat fee most real¬ 
istic arrangement for both sides - 
Israel and Lebanon - would be 
one based on fee 1949 armistice 
agreement, which, m his opinion, 
should be reconstituted in toto. 

A senior Israeli official who deals 


with fee current situation in south¬ 
ern Lebanon contended feat Assad 
“simply does not know how to 
relate to our proposal.” He said fee 
government made an offer that fee 
Lebanese are finding hard to 
refuse. 

“Actually, the issue is between 
us and the Lebanese," he went on. 
“It is not really his business," he 
said, referring to Assad. 

The current diplomatic standoff 
was described by him as "the 
beginning of a process" in which 
fee contending parties are seeking 
ways to come to terms. 

The idea that fee Israeli propos¬ 
al created a new framework for a 
potential solution also was 
expressed by Foreign Ministry 
Director-General Eytan Bentsur.

Levine: Hizbullah seeking 
to down IAF aircraft

OC Northern Command Maj.- 
Gen. Amiram Levine said yester¬ 
day that Hizbullah gunmen have 
for some time been trying to 
shoot down IAF planes wife with 
Soviet-made Strella shoulder- 
held missiles and other weapons. 

“The terrorists have Strella 
and other anti-aircraft missiles. 
... They view helicopters and 
[other] aircraft as qualitative tar¬ 
gets which would bring them a 
lot of prestige if they could hit 
them,” Levine told reporters in 
fee North. 

“In the same way feat we can¬ 
not remove our infantry, lank 
crews and artillery, the IAF also 
continues to act under these 
threats,” said Levine. 

The anti-aircraft Strella uses 
an infra-red guidance system 
which zeroes in on the heat of 
aircraft engines. It is considered 


a relatively antiquated but effi¬ 
cient miss ile sy stem. 

The UNIFIL spokesman said 
feat fee peacekeepers had been 
aware of die presence and use of 
such missiles in south Lebanon 
for the past four years. 

He noted feat militiamen were 
also using more anti-aircraft 
weapons lately, including 23- 
mra. cannons. 

Last week gunmen fired dozens 
of anti-aircraft rounds at LAF 
helicopter gunships that were 
apparently brought in to hunt for 
a Hizbullah squad in the central 
sector of fee security zone. 
According to reports from 
Lebanon, no IAF helicopters 
were hit. 

Levine spoke to reporters at 
the annual memorial ceremony 
at Tel Hai marking fee death of 
Yosef Trumpeldor and seven 
comrades in defense of fee 
region 78 years ago.

Sexual harassment is any behav¬ 
ior wife sexual connotations which 
is forced by one person on another 
against fee latter's will, fee 
Supreme Court declared yesterday 
in a precedent-setting ruling. 

The definition of sexual harass¬ 
ment at a workplace or place of 
learning was handed down in a 
decision which overturned an 
acquittal of Zohar Ben-Asber, a 
teacher at Seminar Hakibbutzim in 
Tel Aviv, for embracing and caress¬ 
ing a student against her will. 

Court President Aharon Barak, 
and Justices Yitzhak Zamir and 
Tova Strassberg-Cohen, issued a 
44-page ruling in answer to an 
appeal by fee state against Ben- 
Asher's acquittal of harassment 


charges by a civil servants’discipli¬ 
nary court. 

The student testified that Ben- 
Asher had touched her against her 
will several times and feat she had 
moved away. He suggested that she 
go out with him and come over to 
his house. She told him she had a 
boyfriend and studied late, but he 
repeated his behavior, the student 
said. Her version was backed up by 
testimony from friends. 

Ben-Asher said he believed in 
education which encouraged close 
- even physical - contact between 
teachers and students. 

“[This] behavior prevented her 
from studying quietly like any 
other student," the justice found. 
“It is especially serious because we 
are dealing with the behavior of a 
teacher towards a student." 


Ben-Asher’s behavior could be 
considered harassment because he 
imposed his will on fee student 
against her will. His invitation to his 
home went beyond any accepted 
educational method, the court 
added, noting free will is required 
in sexual relations for them not to 
be considered harassment 
“Sexual harassment can come in 
the form of words or deeds that have 
sexual connotations when the goal 
is to gel sexual pleasure - from 
intercourse or from embracing or 
touching.... There is also sexual 
harassment that is intended to make 
a workplace unbearable so feat a 
worker wfll have to leave," fee court 
wrote. “It is especially pernicious 
when it comes from a person who is 
in a higher position and is aimed at 
someone who is subordinate." 



Congressmen to Clinton: 

Press Russia on Iran aid

WASHINGTON - Members of the US House and 
Senate are urging fee administration to press Russia 
to curtail its nuclear and missOe assistance to Iran. 

Letters from each house of Congress were sent to 
President Bill Clinton and Vice President AJ Gore last 
week, urging that fee matter be taken up when Gore 
holds his semi-annual meeting today wife Russian 
Premier Viktor Chernomyrdin. 

Gore and Chernomyrdin are to conduct a day-and- 
a-half of meetings, and then go to Capitol Hill tomor¬ 
row for a luncheon and meetings wife lawmakers, at 


which they are expected to be confronted regarding 
Russia’s cooperation wife Iran. 

A letter sent by a group of senators to Gore last 
Friday asked him to pressure Russia to “take real 
actions that will demonstrate its sincerity in cuning 
off technology assistance to Teheran." 

The letter’s sponsors, Patty Murray and Ben 
Nlghfeorse Campbell, said they want to see. among 
other things, Russian President Boris Yeltsin leading 
a public campaign against “dangerous” transfers and 
Russia terminating cooperation feat benefits Iran’s 
nuclear ambitions, including training Iranian stu¬ 
dents. 


Saudi Arabia's King Fahd

in critical 
condition 

DUBAI (API - Saudi Arabia’s 
King Fahd was in critical condition 
yesterday and might have to under¬ 
go surgery after being hospitalized 
in Riyadh wife a gall bladder infec¬ 
tion, hospital officials said. 

An American medical team was 
monitoring the condition of Fahd, 
who is in his mid-70s, and was 
expected to decide last night 
whether to remove his gall blad¬ 
der. said the officials. The King 
Faisal Specialist Hospital in the 
Saudi capital Riyadh stopped all 
visits and calls and barred rela¬ 
tives and family members from 
seeing the monarch. 

Performing surgery to remove 
Fahd's gall bladder was risky and 
complications could ensue due to 
his frail health, the officials said. 

Fahd's health has been the 
source of much speculation since 
he suffered a stroke in November 
1995 and temporarily handed the 
reigns over to Crown Prince 
Abdullah a couple of months later. 
Fahd has ruled since bis brother 
Khaled's death in 1982.

A 
native of Jerusalem. Halevy was ordained by the late Sephardic 
chief rabbi Ben-Zion Uziel and later served as his private secre¬ 
tary. His funeral is to leave today at 11 from the Ohel Moed 
Synagogue in Tel Aviv. He will be buried in Jerusalem on Har

UN expected to pass resolution against Israel 

The Israeli delegation to the UN Commission on the Status of

AMMAN - Israel and Jordan, 
declaring that the strain in rela¬ 
tions caused by the Mashaal Affair 
has been overcome, held talks yes¬ 
terday on economic ties and decid¬ 
ed on a series of measures aimed 
at boosting bilateral trade.

Natan Sharansky discussed bilateral 
relations and regional cooperation 
with Jordan’s Crown Prince Hassan.

Hassan is to visit Tel Aviv today 
for talks with Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu. Hassan is to 
be accompanied by a delegation of 
influential businessmen and parlia¬ 
mentarians. including some who 
have taken a hard line on Israel. 

In talks yesterday afternoon 
between Sharansky and his 
Jordanian counterpart, Hani MulkL 
the two countries decided to extend 
their bilateral trade agreement, 
which expires in October, for 
another year. In the meantime, a 
joint committee will work towards 
a free trade agreement and examine 
ways to eliminate non-tariff barri¬ 
ers. Bilateral trade more than dou¬ 
bled in 1997 to S32 million. 

At a news conference after their 
talks, Mulki and Sharansky signed a 
letter to the European Union, railing 
on the bloc to recognize products 
produced jointly in ubid and other 
future qualified industrial zones for 
the purpose of cumulation of origin, 
so they can enjoy free-trade status. 

Sharansky called on the EU to 
follow the example of the US. 
which has given free-trade status 
to the joint products. The ministers

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Lebanese figure proposes

A prominent Lebanese Christian 
political figure has submitted to 
the Israeli government a detailed 
proposal to transform the security 
zone into a self-governing entity 
defended by an enlarged local 
militia to be known as the Free 
Lebanon Army. 

The proposal would require and 
facilitate the withdrawal of the IDF 
while signalling to Syria that it 
should evacuate its 30,000 troops 
from central and northern Lebanon. 

Cabinet members, including 
Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu, have not yet studied 
the scheme, which is expected to 
come up for consideration at a 
forthcoming cabinet meeting. 

The objective is to create a 
model of genuine Lebanese sover¬ 
eignty in which there would be no 
foreign forces and to overcome 
what is described by the author as 
the lethargy and pessimism which 
he detects in the South Lebanon 
Army as well as in people who 
live in the security zone.

Nativ, fee once clandestine orga¬

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Nation hugs Rappaports

The Rappaport family received a bear hug 
from the nation yesterday as a grove was plant" 
ed in the name of Sgl Nikolai' Rappaport, who 
was killed a month ago in a Hizbullah ambush in 
Lebanon. 

The Jewish National Fund paid for Nikolai’s 
parents. Ilya and Claudia, and his sister, Olga, to 
fly to Israel for the occasion from Krasnodar in 
the Russian Caucasus, where they have been 
since the Givati soldier was buried there last 
month. 

Dressed in black, the family sal in the pale 
shade under pine saplings listening to a quarrel 
playing Vivaldi. The tranquillity and peaceful¬ 
ness, the presence of the nation’s top leaders and 
immigration officials, was a stark contrast to the 
tin shack in south Tel Aviv where Nikolai lived 
with his father and sister before he died in com¬ 
bat. 

Nikolai was killed in Lebanon on February 7. 
several days before Tu Bi'shvaL Reports of his 
family's squalid living conditions shocked the 
nation and JNF officials said they were bom¬ 
barded with requests to plant trees in his name. 
JNF Chairman Shlomo Gravitz said that it was 
decided to plant a grove of about l .000 trees and 
make a park in Rappaport'$ name. 


“It was no simple decision because Nikolai 
was not the only fallen soldier. But he is one of 
the- few who died defending the state and was 
buried in a far off land," Gravitz said. 

The Rappaports decided to bury Nikolai in 
Russia, near his non-Jewish mother's family. 
Following his death, his father and sister 
returned to live in Russia. 

Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu helped 
Ilya Rappaport silently remove the curtain from 
the memorial plaque commemorating the park. 
It was a Star of David carved in limestone with 
the symbol of the IDF with an inscription in 
Hebrew and Russian. 

Netanyahu noted that yesterday’s ceremony 
took place on the 78th anniversary of the death 
of Josef Trumpeldor, who died protecting 
Jewish settlements in the Galilee Panhandle. 

“Trumpeldor too came from Russia and he too 
decided that this was his country, that it was 
only here he could live as a Jew and only here 
the Jewish nation could not just survive but 
flourish," Netanyahu said. “To the Rappaport 
family I wane to say chat we are opening our 
arms to you. And if you want to, you can make 
your home here. I believe that Nikolai would 
have wanted you to.” 

Gravitz said he promised Ilya Rappaport a job 
with the JNF should they decide to return. He 


said that the JNF also would help bring 
Nikolai's body back to Israel for reburial if the 
family wants. 

Ilya Rappaport said he would consider the job 
offer, but did not give an indication of whether a 
return to Israel was in the offing. The family 
plans to leave for Russia tomorrow. Ilya seemed 
more interested in Noam Leist, a 19-year-old 
soldier who was with Nikolai when he was 
killed, than in the job offer. Leist came to the 
ceremony from the hospital where he is recover¬ 
ing from wounds he received in (he ambush. 

In an emotionally charge speech at the cere¬ 
mony. Ll Shai Belaish spoke of how Nikolai 
had been determined to prove himself as a mem¬ 
ber of die Jewish nation in uniform. 

“You have been buried in a. fax off land, but 
your memory will remain in the hearts of your 
comrade in arms forever,” the young lieutenant 
said. 

In the evening, the Rappaports visited the 
family of Ll Assaf RosenfeJd, Nikolai’s com¬ 
mander, who was killed recently in Lebanon. 
David Rosenfeld, Assaf’s father, gave die 
Rappaports a Tanach inscribed with the words, 
“By virtue of our sons, who stood and fell 
together to defend our homeland, we have 
become one family."

NRP’s Zvi Hendel protests award of Israel Prize to Amos Oz

MK Zvi Hendel of the National 
Religious Party threatened yester¬ 
day to petition the High Court of 
Justice against awarding novelist 
Amos Oz (he Israel Prize because 
of an essay he wrote in the 198Q’s 
criticizing the settlers. 

“What Oz wrote about ‘a cruel 
messianic cult in Sebastia' has hurt 
all the settlers. An author who calls 
a considerable part of the public ‘a 
Jewish Hizbullah’ must be disqual¬ 
ified from being awarded the liter¬ 
ature prize," said Hendel, who 
lives in the Gaza Strip, and once 
headed the Gaza Coast Regional 
Council. 


Other NRP mem¬ 
bers urged Oz to 
apologize for what 
he wrote, but did 
not call for the 
prize to be rescind¬ 
ed. 

Education 
Minister Yitzhak 
Levy said what Oz 
had written was 
“serious” and 
“deserves a strong 
rebuke’ 4 but added AmosOz 
he was not con¬ 
vinced of the need to petition the 
court 

Authors and politicians who 
came to Oz’s defense said that the 




essay had criti¬ 
cized extremists 
and not the entire 
settlement move¬ 
ment 

in the essay - writ¬ 
ten in the after¬ 
math of the 1983 
murder of peace 
activist Emil 
Grunzweig - 
wants then Prime 
Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir. Defense 
Minister Vitzhak 
Rabin and the chief rabbis, that 
they could be victims of tbe next 
assassination. 

Grunzweig was killed by a 


grenade thrown into the crowd at a 
Peace Now rally. 

“If you don’t rise and call a mur¬ 
der a murder, then you too shall 
not be immune from the murder¬ 
ers' bullets. There in the darkness 
already lurks someone who sees 
you, loo, as traitors, there lurks one 
who has let your blood, too," Oz 
wrote. 

“What Oz wrote was prophetic,’ 
MK Avraham Shohat (Labor) said 
yesterday. “If we had heeded Oz’s 
call then, six and a half years 
before Rabin’s assassination, we 
could have prevented the awful 
assassination." 

Prize committee member Prof. 
Yehuda Friedlander said that polit¬ 


ical views should not figure in a 
decision about awarding a literary 
prize. 

“An artist cannot be drafted to 
one doctrine or another, otherwise 
he would be a trumpet rather than 
an artist," Friedlander said. “In 
academia, a person's positions and 


utterances are in no way relevant 
It was the whole body of Oz’s 
work which was considered, 
including his published essays." 

Novelist Eli Amir denounced die 
attempt to take the prize from Oz as 
“a political battle to delegitimize 
Oz and the entire peace camp." 


Novelist Shulamit Lapid called 
the attempt to deprive Oz of the 
prize for his views as “ignorant 
and spiteful.” 

“Oz is an author of all of Israel, 
including the settlers,” Lapid said.

■ There is “no comparison" between the demands 
to not give author Amos Oz the Israel Prize and 
similar demands raised last year which eventually 
led ro journalist Shroud Schnitzer not getting the 
prize. Dr. Dov Goldberger, adviser to the Education 
Minister on the Israel Prizes, said yesterday. 

“It’s a much different and less serious matter than 
the Schnitzer case," he said. The High Court of 
Justice [then] said that since there was a judicial 
process in the Journalists Council, in which 
Schnitzer was convicted regarding his journalistic 
work, this was something the nominating commit¬ 
tee should consider, and so it asked h to reconsider 
the matter.” 

“What is happening here is nothing like this and 
has nothing to do with it 

“No one is talking about his professional standing 
as an author, and whether he deserves the prize or 
not but rather they have turned the matter into a 
political one, regarding his political views 
expressed in a 10-year-old article. There is no judi¬ 


cial procedurehere, nd discussion of the field.of 
endeavorl-so it is completely dissimilar. 

‘ “Someone is just launching a political discussion 
of the matter, so it will be discussed in’ political 
forums, it has absolutely nothing to do with profes¬ 
sional matters. No one says he doesn’t deserve it 
because he isn’t a good author, right?" 

Goldberger explained that the panel usually has 
three to five members. In this case there were four 
Prof. AJiza Shenhar, author Amnon Shamush, Prof. 
Yehuda Friedlander. and Yedioz Ahoronot literary 
supplement editor Zissi Stavi 
“Thie main thing they take into consideration is 
the professional level and excellence m the field," 
he said. “They examine his life’s work. In his case, 
he wrote 22 books, most of which they said are very 
good, and his work has been translated into 30 lan¬ 
guages, more than any other Israeli author." 

Goldberger said the panels are comprised of lead¬ 
ing individuals from various fields. Efforts are 
made to ensure feat die same people are not chosen 
repeatedly, and that different universities and disci¬ 
plines are represented on die panels, he said.

Two-year-old dies 
in emergency room 


Women petition High Court to 
let them join navy’s sailor course

A two-year-old girl who died 
yesterday in the emergency room 
of Hadassah-University Hospital in 
Jerusalem’s'Ein Keiem was buried 
within'hours, alter her haiedi par¬ 
ents refused to allow an autopsy. 

The girl. Rahel Lieberman, was 
sick for four or five days before 
her parents took, her to the hospfraL 
She .reportedly nad been treated for. 
chicken pox with Optalgm, an 
over-the-counter pain miedicatkm. 

Hospital medical director Dr. 
Zvi Stem said that without an 
autopsy it would be impossible to 
determine the cause of death. 

"This was the first case of a child 
dying suddenly in die emergency 
room in a long time,” Stem said. 

Although members of the family 


claimed the toddler was left 
untreated for an hour after arriving 
at the hospital. Stem said sire was 
examined immediately upon entry 
by adoctarand a nurse, who decid¬ 
ed to pat her m isolation in tire gen¬ 
eral (rather than pediatric) emer¬ 
gency room because chicken pox is 
very infectious. But they did not 
believe die needed immediate 
treatment. ‘ _ 

The family .claimed the child was t 
suffering from dehydration and 
fever. After checking die child’s 
blood pressure, the nurse left die 
father alone to take die child’s tem¬ 
perature, the family said. 

An hour after reaching the hos¬ 
pital, the child stopped breathing 
and her nose began to bleed. 
Doctors spent 50 minutes trying 
to resuscitate her, but failed.

and OC Women’s Corps Brig.- 
Gen. Orit Adatto, demanded that 
women be permitted to take the 
course's entrance exams, to take 
part in die course, and, if they 
pass it, to be assigned appropri¬ 
ately. 

Women are barred from the 
navy's training courses on the 
grounds that they never serve 
on navy' vessels, the petition 
said.' ' •'* >• ; i : • ; 

The navy has barred women 
from serving on navy vessels 
because the IDF has barred 
women from being stationed out¬ 
side of the state's borders, the 
petition added. The navy also 
claims that having women and 
men together on vessels would 
cause sexual tension. 

However, there are women 


serving in combat roles today 
who are stationed abroad, the 
petition claims, citing female 
doctors who are sent to Lebanon. 
Furthermore, there is a much 
lower chance that a sailor would 
be captured by the enemy than a 
member of the air force, the peti¬ 
tion claimed. 

The petition also refuted the 
claim.-that allowing women into 
the navy would catuse sexual ten- 
SkJfi, noting that navies-of other 
countries allow women and men to 
work side by side. 

The petition also noted that by 
barring women front certain 
roles in the military, their oppor¬ 
tunities to be promoted to key 
positions, both within the IDF 
and in the civilian economy, are 
hindered.

At a bail hearing 
for three members of the organization in East Sl Louis, Illinois, the 
FBI revealed that also targeted were the Anti-Defamation League's 
New York headquarters; Morris Dees, head of the Southern Poverty 
Law Center; and an unidentified federal judge.

Health funds still charges extra for diabetes drugs What the cat dragged in

The Israel Diabetes Association yesterday 
protested against a failure to include 15 vital 
medications, including drugs for diabetes, in 
the basket of health services - despite a 
Treasury decision in December to do so. 

Haya Cohen, director of the association. 


wrote state Comptroller Miriam Ben-Poral and 
Health Minister Yebostaua Matza, in demand of 
immediate action. She said that diabetics who 
belong to Kupat Holim Qalit are being forced 
to pay for the expensive medications. Most 
other health funds are also charging AIDS and 
diabetes patients for these drugs. 

The ministry spokesman said that the cause 


of the delay was foot-dragging by the Knesset 
Labor and Social Affairs Committee, which 
recently decided to link the NTS 1 SO million 
cost of the medications with another NIS 300 
million that the ministry is seeking to cover 
deficits in the health system. 

The ministry, however, insisted that alloca¬ 
tions for the drugs be approved immediately.

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Fix it, Suharto 1 Indonesia. IMF avoid showdown

W hich part of “fix it!" 
doesn't Indonesia's 
President Suharto 
understand? He is sitting not on 
the proverbial powder keg, but 
on a glowing mass of fissionable 
material - 200 million angry and 
disillusioned citizens. They are 
fingering useless rupiah notes in 
an economy where rice and 
cooking oil are 
becoming ihe only 
hard currency. 

Suharto replaced 
the Communist 
Sukarno three 
decades ago as 
leader of a cor¬ 
rupt. bankrupt and 
inflation-crippled 
nation of the '60s. 

He and his family 
have since man¬ 
aged to transform 
Ihe world’s largest 
secular Moslem 
stale inloa corrupt, 
bankrupt and infla¬ 
tion-crippled nation of ihe ’90s. 

The International Monetary- 
Fund came to Indonesia's rescue 
in the midst of the recent Asian 
crisis with u S43 billion credit 
package. This was mainly to 
stem the catastrophic collapse of 
the rupiah - and indeed the eco¬ 
nomic collapse of a vast country, 
with all that implied for a social 
disaster in Asia and who-knows- 
whai internationally. 

The need for reform could not 
be impressed too strongly on 
Suharto - as indeed it was by the 
IMF and by Bill Clinton. 

King of spades 
Unusually For diplomats, the 
foreigners did not mince their 
words about where reforms 
should strike first, namely at the 
Suharto family cartels, businesses, 
banks- and monopolies that 
strangle the normal operation of 
the economy. 

Last week US envoy Walter 
Mondale delivered another 
urgent message from Washington 
to Suharto. The gist of the mes¬ 
sage: There are no quick fixes for 
Indonesia, so fix it anyway! 

As riot police massed outside 
the University of Indonesia in 
Jakarta, and thousands of stu¬ 
dents stepped up protests in 
seven cities. Suharto had more 
weighty matters on his mind 
than economic reconstruction, 
American envoys or civil unrest. 

It had come to his attention 
that some of the students were 
waving advance copies of 
Friday's magazine. D & R. On 
its cover was splashed a picture 
of the king of spades with 
Suharto’s face. This variation on 
the theme of street three-card 
tricksters suggested that no mat¬ 
ter how often Indonesians 
played the election card, they 
always get the king of spades. 

Indonesia has a so-called elec¬ 
tion this week. The People’s 
Consultative Assembly, mostly 
appointed by Suharto, will re¬ 
elect guess-who for a seventh 
five-year term. 

Conundrums 

The spin the outraged govern¬ 
ment (namely the information 
minister) put on the magazine's 
piece of juvenile nonsense is that 
it “insults the constitution" 
because Indonesia does not have a 
king. The printers duly dealt with 


this on the next run by removing a 
crown and replacing a letter K fin¬ 
king with P for president So that’s 
all right then - Instead of facing 
closure for insulting the constitu¬ 
tion. D & R can face the music for 
insulting Big P. 

An increasingly emboldened 
press in Indonesia is somewhat 
protected by growing internation¬ 
al exasperation with 
Suhano. Serious 
reforms were tied to 
the huge IMF finan¬ 
cial package. Unlike 
other troubled Asian 
nations who gulped 
down the IMF’s medi¬ 
cine with a wince, the 
wily dictator has been 
trying to drop it down 
the sink. 

For the present, he 
cannot afford to irri¬ 
tate Washington and 
the European Union 
further by outright 
repression of trivial 
media jibes or peaceful student 
protests. There is here a growing 
conundrum for the world com¬ 
munity - meaning the powerful 
West - and not just in Indonesia. 

The immediate problem for 
the West in Indonesia, Kosovo, 
Bosnia. Iraq and much of Africa, 
are principles of sovereignty, 
internal affairs and intervention. 

With colonialism so recently 
dead, Euro-based democracies 
are faced with accusations of 
cultural or economic imperial¬ 
ism on one side, of failure to 
fight repression on the other. 

Victoria na 

In the case of Indonesia, no 
one in their right mind would 
suggest direct intervention to 
force Suharto to abide by IMF 
resolutions. So why not let 
Indonesia stew in its own juices, 
if it roleraies being ruled by cor¬ 
rupt cronv-capitalists? 

One good reason is the 
reminder that when Sukarno was 
overthrown in 1966. Suharto's 
coup resulted in the death of half 
a million Indonesians. Avoiding 
any civil war among 200 million 
people is worth a lot of IMF dol¬ 
lars and international concern. 

History may have a tough time 
looking back ar the end of the 20th 
century. Are the worst democra¬ 
cies still better places to live than 
the best autocracies? Global 
shrinkage has brought Jakarta and 
Kosovo nearer to Western democ¬ 
racies than Liverpool and 
Scotland were to the Victorian 
English. Likewise, they have also 
brought closer the teeming sweat¬ 
shops and bubble economies that 
service the designer markets of the 
rich and pointless. 

The response of the educated 
and comfortable of the West is 
similar too: Something must be 
done! However, let it be done by 
someone else, or with a magic 
wand, or by the deus ex machina 
beloved of Victorian dramatists. 

There is no magic wand, there 
may not even be a deus any 
more. There is only fear that the 
contagion might spread. Or it 
might bring a new flood of 
refugees to Europe, or a flood of 
too-cheap microchips, trainers 
and VCRs to America. 

There’s no lime to think. Send 
for the IMF and break out the 
Bank Aids. In the meantime, fix 
it, Suharto!

JAKARTA - Indonesia and the 
International Monetary Fund sought to mend 
fences on Monday after a delay in injection 
of IMF funds spread despair about the future 
of the country’s economy. 

The delay in the disbursement of a $3 billion 
IMF tranche threatened to stretch Indonesia's 
foreign exchange reserves to the limit or 
beyond, throwing the economically ravaged 
nation into further turmoil, analysts said. 

Foreign Minister AJi Ala fas attempted to 
calm the tensions with the Fund, which is 
unhappy about the pace of Indonesian eco¬ 
nomic reform. He said President Suharto was 
committed to reforms prescribed by the IMF 
and did not want any alterations. 

"We are going to implement the agreed 
program on the reform and restructuring of 
our economy.” Aiatas told reporters on the 
sidelines of a session of the People’s 
Consultative Assembly (MPR). which on 
Tuesday will re-elect Suhano for a seventh 
five-year term of office. 

The IMF also played down the growing 
confrontation with Indonesia. The Fund's 
country representative in Jakarta, Kadhim 
Al-Eyd. told Reuters a review team hoped 
soon to conclude talks with the government 
on the disbursement of S3 billion from its 
more than $40b. financial bail-out package. 

But tensions mounted elsewhere as thou¬ 
sands of students held protests against 
Suharto’s re-election. 

Witnesses said students gathered inside 
campuses in Jakarta and the cities of 
Bandung and Yogyakarta. chanting slogans 
and waving banners against Suharto. The 
protests were in defiance of a government 
ban on political gatherings. 

The country 's" military chief meanwhile 
said fie would be severe with anyone who 
broke the law. 

“If people are hot-tempered and ready to 
cut down the symbols of the state, yes. I will 
gladly prohibit them. If they are still deter¬ 
mined. I will be determined. The difference 
is they are breaking the law. I am protecting 
the law." General Wiranto said in a magazine 
interview. 

Economic analysts said Indonesia's 
finances were in dire struts, and the delay of 
the IMF installment of about from the 
World Bank and the Asian Development 
Bank which were to accompany the tranche, 
would stretch foreign-exchange reserves. 

News of the delay in the disbursement and 
comments by Suharto and a government 
minister over the weekend criticizing the 
IMF and its prescribed reform package 
spooked markets around the region. 

"Lei's be honest about, it is actually very 
serious in Indonesia." Daim Zainuddin, eco¬ 
nomic adviser to the Malaysian government 
told Reuters in Kuala Lumpur. 

The rupiah plunged in early trade on 
Monday and fell to as low as 12.250 to the 
dollar before clawing back to around 11.000 
by the close after Bank Indonesia raised short¬ 
term interest rates of central bank papers. 

The Jakarta stock market index dosed down 
Monday over 3.2 percent at 495.81 points.

“Indonesia is facing severe liquidity prob¬ 
lems," said Thio Chin Loo, an analyst at 
Banque Paribas in Singapore.

“Unless a real commitment and action is 
taken by Indonesia to step up reform efforts, 
the outlook looks increasingly bleak." Other 
analysts said the demands on Indonesia’s for¬ 
eign-exchange reserves were mounting 
because of its guarantee of ail local bank lia¬ 
bilities and deposits and that reports of a 
52.2b. short-dollar position at state-owned

Digs reveal layers of Beirut’s cosmopolitan past

BEIRUT - Jn the nibble of a 
modem-day Beirut smashed by 16 
years of internecine warfare that 
ended in 1990, archeologists from 
around the world are scrambling 
to unearth the rubble of civiliza¬ 
tions pasL 

With bulldozers nipping at their 
heels and developers rebuilding a 
modem, cosmopolitan city, these 
seekers of the ancient are discov¬ 
ering that Beirut. Lebanon, was 
also a cosmopolitan city through¬ 


out most of its past. 

Digging below the basements 
of battle-scarred buildings and 
mangled marketplaces while con¬ 
tractors wait impatiently to build 
new ones, the harried scientists 
found that the city has persisted 
through waves of occupation by 
Canaanites, Phoenicians. Greeks, 
Romans. English Crusaders and 
the Ottoman Turks. 

The digs already have demon¬ 
strated that the city has been occu¬ 
pied continuously for at least 
5.000 years, twice as long as had 


previously been proved, and has 
hosted more foreign invaders than 
had been suspected. 

According to archeologist Leila 
Badre, director of the Museum of 
the American University of Beirut, 
there are 113 excavation sites in 
downtown Beirut, covering an 
area of more than half a million 
square yards. 

The large-scale destruction of 
Beirut has provided a “once-in-a- 
iifetirae opportuniiy”to explore 
the history of a still-occupied city, 
said archeologist Bill Duval of the 


University of Arizona. The exca¬ 
vations under way could not be 
attempted in a city with intact 
buildings and are “simply 
unprecedented.” he added. 

With the developers looking 
over their shoulders, archeolo¬ 
gists in Beirut have abandoned 
their traditional approach of dig¬ 
ging for a few weeks or months, 
then stopping to examine their 
finds and interpret their meaning. 
Digging now proceeds year- 
round with as many workers as 
can be conscripted with the limit- 
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Analysts, noting that only about $ 10b. of this 
was in usable foreign exchange reserves, said 
they were mystified at the reasons for the fall. 

“Say they are using about $ 1.0b. per month 
on food. 

But the rest musr be going to support the 
banking system and probably to cover for¬ 
ward liabilities," said one analyst. 

“It’s a severe balance of payments crunch. 
If Exim is in any way reflective of forward 
swaps by local banks, the government is 
incredibly close to being bankrupt," he said. 

In Jakarta, however, interest remained 
focused on politics. 

Suharto, the only candidate for the job, will 
be formally re-elected president by ihe mostly 
hand-picked 1,000-member MPR assembly 
on Tuesday and sworn in mi Wednesday.

Petiersson, who was known to 
police and had a histoiy of vio¬ 
lence, was convicted of the murder 
in 1989 but acquitted later that 
year on appeal due to insufficient 
evidence. Since then, various con¬ 
spiracy theories have emerged for 
fee kflling of Palme, a radical leftist 
politician who campaigned against 
apartheid and fee Vietnam War, but 
police investigations have contin¬ 
ued to concentrate on Petiersson. 

Petiersson always has main¬

city at the time Palme was killed. 
He had no alibi. 

Last December state prosecutors 
submitted a 33-page document to 
the Supreme Court which they said 
strengthened fee case against 
Petiersson, with several new wit¬ 
nesses putting him al fee scene of 
fee murder. 

But fee Supreme Court would 
not' accept the submission until 
Pettereson and his lawyer, Lars 
Ekman, had fee right of reply. 

Nordangard said fee comments 


now received from the defense 
alleged that fee new witnesses 
were untrustworthy and that their 
evidence was too old to be of use 
in a retrial. 

However the prosecutor general 
disagreed. 

“The prosecutor general says, 
according to the law, everything has 
been done correctly," Nordangard 
said. “He believes the witnesses are 
reiiable.and credible." 

Nordhngard said feat, as well as 
several new witnesses, several old 
witnesses had added new informa¬ 
tion to their statements. 


“The prosecutor general says the 
reason for these witnesses to give 
more now is feat there has been a 
change in the environment in which 
they live," Nordangard said “Some 
were under threat if they revealed 
certain facts during the last trial as 
they were so involved with people 
in the case, but now they’re more 
independent to speak freely."

Incumbents win Colombia 
congressional election

BOGOTA (Reuters) - 
Colombian President Ernesto 
Samper’s ruling Liberal Party won 
congressional elections held over 
the weekend against the backdrop 
of one of fee bloodiest guerrilla 
offensives in Colombia’s 30-year- 
old civil conflict. 

But fee poll, which was held 
Sunday amid a flurry of rebel 
attacks in which at least 19 people 
were killed, was marred by high 
abstention and the biggest vote- 
winner was a fierce critic of 
Samper. 

Official results, with more than 
95 percent of the votes counted, 
showed fee Liberals winning 50% 
of fee-102 seats in the Senate and 
besting fee' main opposition 
Conservative Party by more than 
two-to-one in the race for the 161- 
member House . of 
Representatives. 

There was no official break¬ 
down on fee exact number of seats 
wot by each party but Bogota’s El 
Tiempo newspaper said the 
Liberals won 52 senate seats 
against 22 for the Conservatives. 

The remainder of the seats were 
distributed-among various inde¬ 
pendent and coalition groups.

The hands down winner in the

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Peru’s President Fujimori takes on El Ninfi

ICA. Peru - After climbing 
aboard a police helicopter bound 
for the next destination in his whirl¬ 
wind crusade against El Nino. 
President Alberto Fujimori did what 
he often does at such moments. 

He look a nap. 

Fujimori donned earphones 
handed to him by a military aide, 
gestured and smiled at two passen¬ 
gers to make room for him on their 
bench seat and lay down. Using a 
green duffel bag as a pillow, he 
went instantly to sleep in front of 
journalists and bodyguards crowd¬ 
ed into the deafening Russian- 
made helicopter. 

A wide-awake Fujimori, dressed 
for action in boots, jeans and a 
wind breaker, hit the ground run¬ 
ning in the flood-pounded town of 
Ica half an hour later. He strode 
through startled crowds at a market 
under reconstruction, promised 
irate housewives he would restore 
their water service and deployed 
shirt-sleeved Cabinet ministers to 
direct recovery tasks, all the while 
exhibiting a prodigious command 
of rainfall statistics, street names 
and other minutiae. 

As his round-the-clock micro¬ 
managing and airborne catnaps 
during this recent trip suggest, 
Fujimori has a singular, solitary 
leadership style that thrives on cri¬ 
sis. Last year, it was the hostage 


drama in the Japanese ambas¬ 
sador s residence that culminated 
in a globally televised commando 
rescue. This year, it’s the El Nino- 
driven storms drubbing Peru. 

“I am accustomed to this kind of 
managing of problems. After [the 
hostage crisis] in fact. I was get¬ 
ting bored,'" Fujimori said, crack¬ 
ing the smile that periodically 
creases his steely demeanor, as his 
pickup truck roiled through mud- 
caked streets where floods had 
peaked at chin level. 

But critics say the notoriously 
hands-on president has hurt relief 
efforts by failing to delegate 
responsibility or communicate 
with local authorities. 

“He can't do it alone," said 
Santiago Pedraglio. a political 
commentator. “A president is there 
for moral gestures, not to command 
in practical terms. He becomes the 
national, regional and provincial 
chief of civil defense. The whole 
system collapses. They can’t do 
anything until Fujimori arrives." 

The Fujimori vs. Ei Nino show¬ 
down is the latest chapter of Peru's 
national drama. Because recent 
scandals have weakened him polit¬ 
ically, and because he has so closely 
identified himself with the fight 
against an unpredictable meteoro¬ 
logical force, this challenge could 
be the most formidable yet. 

During two days in which a Los 
Angeles Times reporter accompa¬ 


nied him around the nation. 
Fujimori proved a curious com¬ 
bination of two personas: the 
pragmatic technocrat and the vin¬ 
tage Latin American political 
strongman. 

Fujimori. 59. has an unortho¬ 
dox, detail-obsessed approach to a 
job that consumes and enthralls 
him. He radiates confidence in his 
own judgment and responds with 
a blank look when asked if he has 
historical idols or political role 
models. 

At the mention of Fidel Castro - 
a leader he has praised despite the 
obvious differences between the 
legendary Cuban Marxist and the 
right-leaning Peruvian - Fujimori 
offered this assessment: “Well, 
he’s undeniably a leader, no?" 

After his upset election in 1990 
put him in charge of a nation on 
the verge of chaos, Fujimori's 
aggressive tactics produced victo¬ 
ries and human and institutional 
casualties. His shock-treatment 
economic plan cut inflation and 
spurred growth and foreign invest¬ 
ment. though everyday Peruvians 
are increasingly impatient about 
their lot He dealt crushing blow's 
to dangerous terrorist groups, 
using Draconian laws and 
unleashing the military and intelli¬ 
gence services that are considered 
vital to his rule. 

Critics call Fujimori a vindictive 
authoritarian who has weakened

democracy by abusing power, first 
with a shutdown of Congress in 
1992 and again last year, when his 
legislative majority ousted high 
court justices in the wake of a rul¬ 
ing that made it more difficult for 
him to run for a third term as pres¬ 
ident. His approval ratings sank to 
record lows - in the 20s - because 
of that scandal and others involving 
alleged persecution of opponents. 

In a human-rights report 
released in February, the US State 
Department expressed concern 
about physical abuses and spying 
by security forces and the “percep¬ 
tion of an organized campaign of 
intimidation" against the media.

But Fujimori’s response to El 
Nino's devastation has been a 
breakneck marathon of trips to 
direct disaster prevention and 
relief that has driven his populari¬ 
ty back up to 45 percent in polls. 

Fujimori is exploiting El Nino, 
opponents claim, (o advance a 
third election bid in 2000. (He has 
yet to declare his candidacy.) 

“The El Nino phenomenon has 
not paralyzed this race for re-elec¬ 
tion. In fact, the disaster is being 
taken advantage of for this very 
purpose," said lawmaker Anel 
Townsend. “I think there is an 
awareness on the part of the popu¬ 
lation that could be a boomerang 
against the president" 

Fujimori retorted: "Let them 
keep talking.” His defenders say 
be has always operated this way, 
barnstorming across the nation. 
They say he has to take charge 
because the presidency controls 
the power and the budget in cen¬ 
tralized Peru. He has spent months 
warning about El Nino and enact¬ 
ing a $150 million infrastructure 
and preparedness program. 

"I don’t see El Nino with the 
eyes of a president," he said. "I 
see it with the eyes of an engi¬ 
neer. That’s how I operate: with 
coldness, with logic. like an engi¬ 
neer.” Fujimori's travels are typi¬ 
cally wild rides with minimal 
pomp and circumstance. He picks 
destinations on a moment’s 


notice. His bodyguards and flight 
attendants are on 24-hour call and 
often have no idea where they 
will spend the nighL 
His security team consists of 
crew-cut plainclothes officers 
armed with short Israeli-made 
machine guns. They scramble 
frantically into crowds behind 
Fujimori, who appears remarkably 
unconcerned about being a target. 

Otherwise, there is little buffer 
between Fujimori and the public 
or the traveling media corps. A 
rare civilian adviser accompany¬ 
ing the president on the recent trip 
was former Agriculture Minister 
Absalom Vasquez, one of the few 
presidential confidants. 

*Tm an engineer too, so l know 
how he thinks," Vasquez said. 

Despite his unassuming manner, 
commentators describe Vasquez as 
a top strategist for Fujimori's 
widely anticipated third candidacy.

Ray of hope for Madonna

M adonna is such a cultural 
icon feat it has often been 

_ difficult to separate tbe_ 

pop-culture . persona from- fee 
musical artist. Wife fee release of 
Roy of Light, her first album in. 
four years, that distinction is node 
dear once and for alL 
Her most masterful statement 
since 1988’s Like a Prayer, the 
electro-modem Ray of Light is 
musically exciting in a way that 
Madonna has never been and sig¬ 
nifies a giant leap in artistry for 
fee material girl. 

The leadoff hack “Drowned 
Worid/Substitute for Love” is a 
startling reflection on fame. And it 
works much fee same way as John 
Lennon’s landmark “God” on his 
Plastic Ono Band album from 
1970. While Lennon recited a 
litany of icons he no longer 
believed in. Madonna likewise 
counts off lists of her life’s frivoli¬ 
ty and throws them away' in 
exchange for love, apparently feat 
of her toddler daughter. 

Trite? Maybe, but the excite¬ 
ment here derives from her con¬ 
viction, which matches that of any 
major contemporary artist.

Which is not to say that mother¬ 
hood has turned Madonna into 
Janislan. 

Her usual frothy pop has been 
beefed up, plugged in and electri¬ 
fied by William Orbit, one of the 
godfathers of fee electronica 
movement. While rockers like U2 
have tried to embrace elements of 
’90s dance music wife mixed 
results, the mix works like magic 
for Madonna because she was 
always naturally drawn on the 
dance beat 

The title song is an exhilarating, 
awe-inspiring performance, wife 
bubbling undercurrents of gallop¬ 
ing synthesizer competing wife 
the metallic guitars but ultimately 
no match for Madonna’s pos¬ 
sessed, wailing repetition of fee 


lines “And I feel/Li ke I just got 
home.” 

From those highlights, the 
descent to the rest of the disc is 
gentle, wife many of the tunes 
like fee first single, “Frozen,” 
sounding like they would fit nice¬ 
ly into the straight dance formats 
of her previous pop forays. 
Longtime collaborator Patrick 
Leonard provides the link on a 
number of songs from her pop 
past to fee more adventurous 
Orbit future. 

The maturity displayed here is 
something fee pre-Evira, pre¬ 
mama Madonna never showed. 
The delight in Ray of Light is hear¬ 
ing her struggling to find herself, a 
jopney that only the most accom¬ 
plished rockers over the years 


have been able to allow us to join. 
The chances uui Madonna will be 
remembered for her music rather 
than her body has increased dra¬ 
matically.

“Legends of a Cowgirl,” fee big 
MTV hit. is representative of fee 
playful yet intoxicating style fee 
exotic-looking but Long island- 
bred Coppola conveys. 

“In Tune” is still investigating if 
there's a family connection to the 
famed film director Francis Ford 
Coppola. But even if it turns out 
feat Uncle Francis finagled a 
recording contract for his young 
niece, it’s obvious that one listen 
to her music would have been jusr 
as convincing as a horse's head in 
fee bed.

Yussuf Abu Warda, artistic director of The Arab Theater in 
Israel, resigned last week following fee board's refusal to fire ATI 
administrator Iyad Salaiymeh. ATI's board accepted Abu Warda’s 
resignation and announced feat Salaiymeh’s contract, which has 
expired, will not be renewed. ATI board chairman Dr. Fahid Abu 
Khadra said last week that both posts had been put out to lender in 
the Arabic-language press. One of those mentioned to replace Abu 
Warda is actor Makram Khouii. 

The board expects to reach a decision by March 15. Meanwhile 
activity at the theater has been suspended. Established wife great 
expectations in 1995, ATI has grate into debt, and has had difficul¬ 
ty in attracting audiences. “Ours is not a theater going public,” said 
Abu-Khadra. “We have to explain and persuade with every new 
production.” 

He admitted feat fee theater has a deficit of some NIS 400,000. 
ATI's current budget is NIS 23 million and “we will have to econ¬ 
omize and pay the debt.”

At feat point, if Michele Ohayon were shoot 
ing a movie of her own life, she would proba¬ 
bly flash back to Casablanca, where she was 
bora 38 years ago, and then to 1965. when her 
family emigrated from Morocco to Israel. 

Other flashbacks would show her in her first 
job as assistant editor wife Israel Television at 
age 17, and her first professional recognition 
as a Tel Aviv University student for her short 
film Pressure, fee love story of an Arab boy 
and a Jewish girl. 

Cutting back to the present, she taiks about the 
genesis of Colors Straight Up. It was 1992 and 
she had spent four years directing and producing 
her first feature-length documentary about 
homeless women, It Was a Wonderful Life. 

When the LA riots exploded that year, 
Ohayon was shaken by fee condemnation of 


fee black teenage rioters and decided to see for 
herself. 

She discovered, at Jordan High School in 
Watts, an jfter-school performing and visual 
arts program called Living Literature/Colors 
United/Through the program, African- 
American and Latino teenagers were finding a 
refuge from fee mean streets of drugs and gang 
shooting? in daily rehearsals under the tough- 
iove discipline of a white and a black director. . 

The centerpiece of OhayanVfilm is the 
group’s gradual evolution of fee musical Wans 
Side Story, based on Romeo and Juliet , by way 
oi West StJc Story.

Ohayon believes she is fee first Israeli to be 
nominated for an “American” Academy 


Award, outside fee best foreign film category. 
Among her tough competitors are Spike Lee’s 
4 Linle Girls, about fee civil rights struggle, 
and the Simon Wiesenfeal Center's The Long 
Way Home, chronicling fee desperate attempts 
of Europe’s Holocaust survivors to reach the 
Jewish homeland. 

The nomination itself has already raised her 
stock in Hollywood. “Where I might have been 
10th on a list of possible directors for a project, 
now.I’m close to die top,” she says. 

Currently, Ohayon has lined up two possible 
feature-film deals wife Paramount and MGM. 
Closer to her heart, though, is a script she has 
carried around for over 10 years, entitled 
Homeland. “It’s the story of the illegal Jewish . 
immigration from North Africa to Palestine. “It 
was just as dramatic as the story of Exodus, but 
nobody knows about it. I've pitched the story to 
Jewish executives here, and they had no idea 
that so many people from North Africa are liv¬ 
ing in Israel." 

Ohayon's father was deeply involved in 
bringing Jews from Morocco to Palestine, so 
“in a sense. Homeland will be a fictionalized 
family story, a tribute to my parents ”

No to jubilee amnesty 


In a rare instance of harmony, the president, 
the Justice Ministry, numerous MKs, and the 
Labor Party have all come out against a genera] 
amnesty for criminals in conjunction with, the 
state's 50th anniversary celebrations. 

The consensus is that a general amnesty is not 
in the cards, but that is not the question. The real 
question is: What does releasing criminals have 
to do with a national celebration? 

This week. Justice Minister Tzahi Hanegbi. 
Attorney-General Elyakim Rubinstein, State 
Attorney Edna Arbel. and President Ezer 
Weizman's legal adviser Aviva Gitai met to dis¬ 
cuss the issue of a special jubilee year pardon. 
As noted, the consensus was against legislating 
a general pardon. 

Yet the statement issued by the Justice 
Ministry after the meeting left the door open a 
crack. The issue of pardons should be addressed 
“by means of the president's pardon authority, 
in a manner that appropriately expresses the 
national jubilee year," it said. No mention was 
made of setting up a special committee to 
review cases or set criteria for pardons. 

This concept was rightly rejected by Weizman 
a month ago, on the grounds that any such com¬ 
mittee, even if set up to be as independent as 
possible, would be subject to political pressures. 

Evidently, the nation will be spared the most 
dangerous forms of the amnesty concept - a leg¬ 
islated amnesty or a high-profile committee that 
sets broad criteria for pardons. 

But in the meantime, the Justice Ministry is 
apparently gearing up to implement the antici¬ 
pated “appropriate expression" for the jubilee 
year. The Justice Ministry and the president's 
office are reportedly contemplating the hiring of 
some 20 additional staffers to review the cases 
of the 6,300 non-security criminals currently in 
jail. 

It is at this point that the vehement, justified 
and widespread opposition to a general amnesty 
should be remembered. 

As Weizman said, ‘1 do not know any country 
which has freed murderers, rapists and drug 
pushers for a jubilee. We certainly don't want 
wholesale amnesty, which would have negative 
effects on the rule of law and on the fabric of 
society” 

Despite this, Weizman refuses to rule out a 
less-than-wholesale increase in pardons con¬ 


nected to the jubilee. Weizman has yet to 
explain why the release of large numbers of 
criminals on an “individual” basis would not 
also cause damage to the “rule of law and the 
fabric of society.” 

Though Weizman is, thought of as being 
strongly against such pardons, he has not said 
anything as categorical as MK Shaul Amor, who 
reportedly said, when he was-running for presi¬ 
dent, ‘1 don't believe there is any, nor should 
there be any, linkage between clemency and 
Israel's jubilee year. 

Two previous amnesties, in 1949 and 1967. 
led immediately to an increase in the crime rate. 
Then, too, the amnesties were supposed to have 
excluded “serious" criminals, but a study con¬ 
ducted after tbe 1967 amnesty found that 75 
percent of those pardoned had committed 
crimes again within rive years of their release. 

There is no reason why justice demands that 
criminals be released on the state's 50th 
anniversary any more than in the 49th or the 
51st, Tbe whole idea of an amnesty connected 
to an occasion is a government-sanctioned slap 
in the face to its own justice system. If any 
criminal receives an unjust sentence, is inade¬ 
quately represented, or is somehow mistreated 
by the justice system, such injustices should be 
addressed every year, on an ongoing basis. 

In fact, both the Justice Ministry and the pres¬ 
ident's office regularly consider requests for 
clemency. Since, as the saying goes, justice 
delayed is justice denied, there may be room for 
adding staff to speed up the process. 

But the criteria being used currently should 
not be changed one iota “in honor” of the 
jubilee year. Even the small, symbolic step of 
accelerating tbe consideration of pardons risks 
giving the principle of celebratory clemency 
more credence than it deserves. 

The debate over the amnesty issue has already 
stained Israeli democracy by raising suspicions 
that MKs are more concerned about their 
friends' pending court cases than with unjustly 
punished petty criminals. When the president 
meets again on this, the best contribution he 
could make to the jubilee would be to perma¬ 
nently sever the connection between celebrating 
events and releasing criminals, so that the idea 
does not return to haunt other anniversaries in 
tbe future.

65 years ago: On March 10, 
1933, The Palestine Post report¬ 
ed from London that Sir Philip 
Cunliffe Lister, the Colonial 
Secretary, delivered an enthusi¬ 
astic address on Palestine in 
which he said that the country's 
prosperity was not only relative 

to the rest of the world, but was 
so in an absolute sense. He 
hoped that successful economic 
cooperation would allay political 
suspicion between Jew and 
Arab. 

50 years ago: On March 10,

A tasty red herring 


W hen Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu 
declared that be was 
embracing the 1978 UN Security 
Council Resolution 42 5, which 
calls for the IDFs withdrawal 
from Lebanon, many said that it 
was not really a policy change, but 
a desire to distract the public from 
the stalemate in the peace process. 

There is some basis for this 
argument After all. Resolution 
425 differs from the famous 
Resolution 242. Resolution 242 
demands the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from territory captured in 
1967, but at the same time calls 
for all the states in the region to 
recognize Israel's right to live in 
peace and security. Resolution 
425, on the other hand, is one- 
si ded. 

To fulfill Resolution 242, you 
need partners. To fulfill 425, you 
just have to get out of Lebanon. 

So tbe minute Netanyahu starts 
to set conditions for our with¬ 
drawal, he is changing die sub¬ 
stance of tiie resolution, and is 
likely to lead to a situation where¬ 
by without Syrian President 
Assad's agreement, we will not 
withdraw. 

The right way to leave Lebanon 
is to implement the Security 
Council resolution while building 
a framework that we could call 
“back-to-back.” Our withdrawal 
would have to be characterized as 
unilateral, i^, not dependent on 
any agreement with Lebanon or 
Syria - since, if we were able to 
reach any kind of agreement with 
Syria, no one would be talking 
about 425, and we would be with¬ 
drawing from Lebanon in the 
framework of such an agreement. 

Instead, we would withdraw 
while maintaining tbe understand¬ 
ings reached following the Grapes 
of Wrath operation in April 1996. 
These understandings forbid 
attacks on civilians, allow for mil¬ 
itary responses in self-defense if 
the understandings are breached.

and establish a monitoring mecha¬ 
nism with tbe participation of the 
US, France, Syria, Lebanon and 
Israel. 

At the same time, we would 
have to know in advance that 
other parties would also be taking 
unilateral actions: deploying the 
Lebanese Army in the south; 
promising that in areas under 
Lebanese Army control Hizbullah 
would be forbidden to operate; 
an d de ploying an augmented 
UNIFIL force along the interna¬ 
tional border - a force that would 
have a mandate to act against 
rogue armed elements in the 
region. We would need to know 
that the US will threaten to boy¬ 
cott Syria - as it currently boy¬ 
cotts Iran, Iraq and Libya - if 
Syria is found to be behind any 
attack on Israel after the IDF with¬ 
draws. 

All these things, however, 
would not be part of any formal 
agreement with Israel. They can 
and must be presented as deci¬ 
sions by tbe UN, tbe US, and 
Lebanon, that result from Israel's 
willingness to leave Lebanon on 
the basis of die Security Council 
resolution. 

Israel, for its part, will have to 
solve the problem of the South 
Lebanese Army by, among other 
options, allowing anyone who 
feels he must leave Lebanon to 
come live with us, until true peace 
prevails between tbe two coun¬ 
tries. Israel will also have to set up 
technologically advanced security 
systems along the border fence, 
and deploy the JDF sooth of tbe 
international border. 

If this process is presented as 
unilateral but implemented on a 
“back-to-back” basis, it has a real 
chance to put an end to the ongo¬ 
ing nightmare of tbe Lebanese 
quagmire. It was the late Yitzhak 
Rabin who described our involve¬ 


ment in Lebanon thus, bnt he, too, 
did not succeed in getting us out 
of there. 

IS Netanyahu going to be the one 
to extricate us from this trap, 16 
years after Ariel Sharon pushed us 
into it? There’s room for doubt It 
could be chat he sees Lebanon as 
an outlet in a situation where The 
Third Way doesn't allow Serious 
negotiations with Syria and the 
National Religious Party doesn't 
allow him to proceed with the 
Palestinians. But it's possible that 
a positive dynamic will be estab¬ 
lished, and that Netanyahu will 
find himself leading a process in 
which many elements have an 
interest: the Lebanese govern¬ 
ment tbe Lebanese Army, the UN, 
and elements in the US and 
Europe. It could be that what 
began as a red herring will, within 
a short time, turn into a substan¬ 
tive diplomatic accomplishment 

So I don't suggest we examine 
Netanyahu's motives too careful¬ 
ly. From the moment he expressed 
his support for implementing 
Resolution 425, there is no turning 
back. Rather than pouring cold 
water over his initiative by saying 
it isn't serious, it would be better 
for anyone who wants to leave 
Lebanon to offer support and 
encouragement to these new 
developments. 

* Leaving Lebanon is a far small- 
errisk than the price we will pay 
by staying there. Leaving 
Lebanon means greater security 
for the residents of the North, who 
will no longer have to pay the 
price for the ongoing friction 
between the IDF and Hizbullah. 
Leaving Lebanon means chat calm 
will return to many Israeli homes, 
where hearts now skip a beat 
every time the phone rings. 

If Netanyahu is the (me who 
brings us this salvation, he will 
deserve our blessings.

Arafat’s children 


A t the height of the most 
recent US-Iraq crisis last 
month. Palestinian stu¬ 
dents marched through various 
cities of the West Bank and Gaza, 
burning American and Israeli 
flags and chanting, “Beloved 
Saddam, destroy Tel Aviv” and 
“Powerful Saddam, strike with 
chemical weapons.” 

We Americans are largely inured 
to the loathsome depths of the 
anti-American and anti-Israel agi¬ 
tation among the Palestinians. But 
these demonstrations must not 
pass unremarked When the elite 
of Palestinian youth call for tbe 
mass murder of Jews - by gassing, 
no less - attention must be paid 
This cannot be dismissed as the 
expression of a few extremists. 

According to the Palestinians' 
own polls, 77 percent of all 
Palestinians on the West Bank and 
Gaza support Saddam attacking 
Israel with missiles in the event of 
an American attack on Iraq. 

And considering what the dicta¬ 
torship run by Yasser Arafat teaches 
in the schools and through the con¬ 
trolled press, what can you expect? 

Consider this from Al-HayatAl- 
Jadida, the official newspaper of 
Arafat's Palestinian Authority, on 
the subject of “plots of aggression 
against Iraq and Palestine”: 
“Netanyahu’s face clings to 
Clinton’s, and in between are peo¬ 
ple like Dennis Ross, Martin 
Indyk, Albright and Cohen who 
are ail - surprise, surprise - 
Zionist Jews.” It would be hard to 
concoct a sentence that contains a 
slimier mixture of anti-American 
and anti sc mine caricatures. 

The article, however, goes on to 
do exactly that. It draws, for 
example, tbe larger lesson on the 
nature of the Jews: “~a fraction of 
humankind - perceiving them¬ 
selves to be of unique descent 
chosen by Allah to rule the world 
- spell doom for all nations on 
earth, emanating from [their} 
superiority complex, a complex of

the new Nazism and the new 
racist Aryan race.” 

This staple PLQ teaching - Jews 
as Nazis - is followed by a histo¬ 
ry lesson: “This spells doom for 
the US itself, as was exhorted by 
the American president Benjamin 
Franklin [sic] who... claimed that

if Jews were permitted entry into 
the US, they would take over the 
country's resources within a hun¬ 
dred years and... tyrannize the 
American people who would 
become subservient to them... 
Doesn't the American administra¬ 
tion embody Franklin's prophecy 
these days?” (This old and vicious 
forgery appeared in 1935 in 
German in the Nazis' “Handbook 
on the Jewish Question.”) 

WHY is this revolting propaganda 
important? Because the central 
idea of the Oslo Accords was step- 
by-step reconciliation between 
Arab and Jew: Israel would grad¬ 
ually give back territory, testing as 
it went the sincerity of Palestinian 
pledges to peace and coexistence. 

Israel has accordingly made three 
extremely significant withdrawals. 

As a result, the occupation is 
over 98 percent of Palestinians in 
the West Bank and Gaza live 
under Arafat. 

And what do Israelis find on the 
other side? That Arafat has raised 
a generation so thoroughly 
schooled in hatred of “Judeo- 
Nazis” - infiltrating, controlling 


and dooming tbe world - that it 
calls openly for genocide. 

Some coexistence, some peace. 
Just last month, in fact, Arafat 
threatened to “cross out” Oslo and 
begin the violence all ova: again. 

What, then, is tbe US adminis¬ 
tration’s plan for resecting a peace 
process so subverted by PLO hate- 
and warmongering? Pressure 
Israel, of course. In what has now 
become a reflexive response - get 
humbled by Iraq, turn on Israel - 
the State Department is consider¬ 
ing giving Israel an ultimatum to 
make a fourth territorial withdraw¬ 
al in return for yet another round 
of Arafat promises (to cease anti- 
Israel propaganda, to embrace 
nonviolence, to change the 
Palestinian Charter calling for the 
extermination of Israel, etc., etc.). 

Netanyahu and his government 
are rightly prepared to say no. 
They are willing to make a fourth 
withdrawal but only after Arafat 
delivers on the promises he made 
the first three times. 

Moreover, Netanyahu is pre¬ 
pared to make a final settlement 
with Arafat, involving a final 
Israeli withdrawal in return for a 
final peace and final borders. 
Arafat is resisting making such a 
deal. Why? He prefers to get the 
land for free. How? Let Albright 
deliver Israel. Let her pressure 
Netanyahu into another land-for- 
nothing deal. 

Which is where Clinton comes 
in. He can override the State 
Department’s instincts and send 
Arafat a message: We will not 
deliver Israel; only you can do 
that. Land for peace, not land for 
empty air. You can get your stare, 
your flag, your independence, but 
only by making a deal directly 
with Israel and living up to your 
commitments. You might start by

are liable to be taken out of con¬ 
text; one of the Palestinian deliv¬ 
ery boys at my local supermarket 
said to me: “1 bear Barak said he 
would join Hamas....” 

Even before the interview was 
actually broadcast, word of 
Barak’s remark got into , the f 
media, and be was asked to com¬ 
ment “What ifid you expect me to 
say in response to this question?”

He added that quite a few Israeli 
statesmen, including former Likud 
prime minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
had said similar things in the past 
I can bear witness that at least 
with regards to Shamir, Barak is 
right.

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“Without doubt It's not quite the 
same thing, but take the case of the 
Palestinians. Ten years ago (i.e. in 
1967) nobody in tbe world spoke 
about Palestinians, about a 
Palestinian people, about a 
Palestinian state. Now there's quite 
a consensus in the US, in Europe 
that there is a Palestinian question, 
a Palestinian people, a Palestinian 
movement for independence. And 
(president) Carter says that they 
must be given a homeland. What 
happened in these 10 years? 

“This is why I think Jailing Lord

should be taken as a very encourag¬ 
ing sign regarding his attitude 
towards the future of the peace 
process with tbe Palestinians, and 
die likelihood of progress being 
made in this venue if and when he 
becomes prime minister. 

What Barak was actually saying 
in his interview with Gideon 
Levy was that he understands that 
in the state of frustration and 
hopelessness in which most 
Palestinian youths find them¬ 
selves, joining a terrorist organi¬ 
zation is an obvious option for 
those with an activist inclination, 
and that as a person with activist 
inclinations, that is probably the 
option be would have chosen had 
he been born a Palestinian. 

A man who understands the 
connection between frustration 
and hopelessness on the one 
hand, and terror on the other, also 
understands that the main way to 
get rid of terror is to do away with 
this frustration and hopelessness. 
In other words, by conditioning 
progress in the peace process on 
the Palestinians first -doing away 
with terror, our current leaders arc 
placing the cart before the horse.

W itflou fanfare and at 
almoft breakneck speed, 
a development of poten¬ 
tial 1 )' histone mportance is taking 
place in the administrative district 
of Misgav in vestem Galilee 
In a small, simply furnished 
meeting rootr in the Misaav pri- 
mar>- school i group of local edu¬ 
cators and. the leaders of a 
Jerusalem-based non-profit orga¬ 
nization are preparing to open a 
joint Jewish-Arab state secular 
primary school next year. 

The organizers hope this will be 
' the stan of a network of such 
schools throughout the country. 

In truth, it will be the second 
such school in Israel. One has 
already been Operating for several, 
years’ in Neveh Shalom, near 
Jerusalem (see box). But unlike 
Neveh Shalom, the school in 
Misgav, as. its planners see it, will 
have government backing and be 
an indigenous part of its regional 
environment 

“You cannot live in Galilee 
without asking yourself what you 
can do for the coining genera¬ 
tions,” said Yisraela. Aloni, head of 
the Misgav Regional Council edu¬ 
cation department. ”1 must do 
whatever possible so all the resi¬ 
dents of the region may live 
together in peace. The school is 
our small contribution.’’ 

“We live in close proximity to 
our Jewish neighbors," said 
Kassem Abu Elhija, bead of the 
Kaukab local council department 
of education. "We are- always talk¬ 
ing about values, peace, equality 
and so on. But if we don’t live 
them, they will only be theoreti¬ 
cal.” 

In retrospect, Misgav was a nat¬ 
ural choice for such a school 
because it has a long history of 
Jewish-Arab educational, tourist, 
cultural and recreational projects, 
including the regional spring 
music and nature festival, the 
autumn oliVe-press festival and 
the plethora of bed-and-breakfast 
homes in Arab villages. 

THE CAfALYST for the idea is 
the Center for Bilingual Education 
in Israel - a -not-for-profit organi¬ 
zation established a few yearsrago 
by American-born a 

social worker and educator,' and 
Israeli-Arab 1 ' Amin ’Klialaf, a 
teacher who has -devoted much 


time to organizing meetings 
between Jewish and Arab youth. 

Gordon started working on the 
idea during his first year of studies 
at the School for Educational 
Leadership in 1995-96. 

“I couldn't believe no one had 
thought of establishing a Jewish- 
Arab school before me,” said 
Gordon. “But it tunned out that peo¬ 
ple active in the area of coexistence 
hadn't gotten to the point of actual¬ 
ly trying to create one." 

Over the coming months, Gordon 
and Khalaf met with some 50 Jewish 
and Arab officials around the coun¬ 
try. Originally, they had thought 
about establishing a school in one of 
the mixed cities, like Haifa. But

response to (be idea was cool. 

During their search, Gordon and 
Khalaf met with the heads of 15 
Arab towns and villages including 
Kaukab, Sakhnin, Sha’ab. Kabul, 
Maid el-Kurum, Kafr Yasif, Hunra, 
Ibillm, Hra and M'rar. 

“The <mly place we met with less 
than an enthusiastic response was 
M’rar," said Gordon. “They told us 
they did a tremendous amount for 
coexistence, white the Jews did 
nothing." 

On the Jewish side, they met with 
regional council heads and repre¬ 
sentatives of some cities including 
Karmieli Acre, Jerusalem and 
Haifa. Most turned , them ..away 
politely but i unequivocally. Last 
November, in Misgav, Aloni swept 
them off their feet. 


"1 talked to her for 20 minutes 
about ideology," Gordon recalled. 
“At the end of it she told me I could 
have saved my breath. She agreed 
with every word." 

More important, she told Gordon 
she had the blessing of Misgav 
Regional Council head Erez 
Kreizler. And perhaps even more 
important, all of them had the 
blessing of Doron Mor, head of the 
Education Ministry's northern 
region. 

“I believe in the need for multi- 
existence," said Mor, who is a 
member of Kibbutz Mertiavya. 
which belongs to the Kibbutz 
Ha'artzi movement 

"The northern district is very eth¬ 
nically complex. There are secular 
Jews. Orthodox Jews, Moslems. 
Druse, Circassians, Bed urn, and 
Falash Mura [Ethiopian Jews who 
converted to Christianity]. In this 
cocktail, you can't treat every sec¬ 
tor differently," 

THINGS HAVE moved swiftly 
since the initial meetings. Gordon 
and Khalaf established a project 
committee to plan and implement 
the school, including local officials 
and parents. 

On February 15, the committee 
held a public meeting in Kaukab to 
broach the idea for die first time to 
the residents of the region. Over 
120 people turned out to listen. 

Among the speakers were Roaz 
Kita’in, co-principal of the Neveh 
Shalom elementary school, which 
will serve as the model for die 
Misgav project, and Israeli Arab 
Diana Shaloufi, a teacher in the 
Neveh Shalom school. 

Although many expressed sup¬ 
port for the school, there was some 
grumbling from Arabs in the audi¬ 
ence, according to a report in the 
local Misgav weekly, the Misgav 
Echo. 

Some of the Arabs’ sentiments: 

“I have the feeling that in Neveh 
Shalom Hebrew is the dominant 
language. Just because there is no 
other example in the country, must 
we assume that Neveh Shalom is a 
successful model?" 

"Why establish the bilingual 
class in Misgav and not in an Arab 
yillag??

or other benefits to offer the 
school. 

“We don’t want to establish a 
marginal, partisan institution,” said 
Gordon. “We want the school to be 
recognized by local and national 
authorities so the children can later 
go on to any school they want,” he 
said. 

But even as the organizers get 
down to the nitty-gritty problems 
involved in establishing a new 
school, Gordon is inspired by the 
idea behind it. 

”1 would like to strengthen my 
child's Jewish identity and at the 
same time be able to teach him 
what he has in common with ihe 
Arab child - to build a common 
ground, a shared civility.” he said. 
“I believe there is room for Jews 
and Arabs to build this shared cul¬ 
ture. but it does not mean watering 
down ones identity or promoting 
intermarriage. 

“I’m more afraid of separation 
and ignorance on boih sides than 1 
am of assimilation and intermar¬ 
riage. But 1 don’t think this school 
will encouraae assimilation and 


intermarriage. 

According to Gordon, the school 
will emphasize the arts, compara¬ 
tive religion and languages. It will 
have two teachers in each class, 
one Arab and one Jewish. The par¬ 
ents will be significantly involved 
in the curriculum and even asked 
to leach from time to time. The 
children will visit each other's 
homes. 

Neveh Shalom will serve as the 
model for Misgav, but Gordon is 
also studying bilingual schools in 
the US and picking up literature on 
the subject from the Internet. He 
hopes Misgav is just the begin¬ 
ning.,j, : 

... “We $ee ourselves as amaip cpi~ 
alvst for the development of local 
processes throughout the country." 
he said. "Our goal is to build an 
entire network of Jewish-Arab 
schools." 

The hope is that once this school 
is established, it will inspire other 
educators who were initially skep¬ 
tical about the idea. 

ONE PERSON who does not like 
the proposal is Deputy Education 
Minister Moshe Peled. 

In a letter to Aloni and Tanii 
Dumai, the principal of the 
Misgav elementary school. Peled 
wrote: "Was there a preliminary 
discussion with the [Jewish] resi¬ 
dents and parents of the Misgav 
district before the joint discussion 
in Kaukab? Did you consider 
cooperation with other popula¬ 
tions and communities close to 
you. like the religious population 
in Moreshet or the hundreds of 
immigrant children in neighbor¬ 
ing Karmiel? 

“Is this kind of cooperation the 
top priority of the Misgav district 
- more important even than coop¬ 
erating with the religious and the 
immigrants?” 

Even though the organizers are 
not asking for Education Ministry 
recognition as a separate institu¬ 
tion at this point, they prefer not to 
get into a public row with Peled. 

"Since he is deputy minister of 
education l think we must lake his 
comments into consideration." 
said Aloni. "It's important for us 
to know that an anitude like this 
exists. I'm sure he isn't speaking 
only for himself, that there is a 
sector of the population which 
feels the same way." 

Commented Elhija. “Just as one 
has to consider religious people 
and immigrants, one must also 
take the Arabs into account. 

“All of us are citizens. We must 
all be treated equally."

Here comes India’s first 
‘Bride,’ red sari and all 


The sub-continent's first wedding magazine 
isn’t aimed at engaged couples but at the 
real decision makers — the parents. Donna Bryson reports. 


T he bride on the cover wore 
vibrant red, and a wedding 
to-do list inside included a 
reminder to make an appointment 
with a traditional body-painting 
artist 

The British-bred publisher of 
India's first magazine devoted to 
weddings has been careful not to 
commit the errors of other new 
investors in this hard-to-penetrate 
market 

Sanjit K. Dhillon has molded the 
format of scores of Western maga¬ 
zines to fit distinctly Indian tastes. 

From cable television giants to 
fast food kings, investors have 
come to India in recent years 
believing middle and upper mid¬ 
dle class consumers - their num¬ 
ber estimated as high as a whop¬ 
ping 250 million - would grab 
anything foreign after years of 
economic isolation. Instead, the 
new ventures have had to 
Indianize to get attention, dubbing 
the US television series Baywatch 
into Hindi, for example, or spicing 
up their french fries. 

The cultural credentials of 
Dhillon’s bimonthly Bride and 
Home go beyond its seductive pic¬ 
tures of $1,000 wedding saris in 
shades of red, the luckiest color 
for Indian brides. 

Such magazines in the US 
assume the engaged couple will be 
making most of the decisions 
about their wedding, honeymoon 
and new home. But Dhillon. a 26- 
year-old raised in Britain by her 
Indian father and English mother, 
knew matches here are family 
affairs. 

Many Indian brides and grooms 
don’t even choose each other, let 
alone the wedding reception hall. 
A union between a man and 
woman who found each other 
instead of being matched by rela¬ 
tives is still rare enough to have a 
special label: love marriage. 

'Tve been going to the news¬ 
stands and watching who’s buying 
the magazine." said Dhillon. 
whose first issue of 20,000 copies 


appeared in October. “Fathers are 
buying it mothers are buying iL 
It’s really a family magazine." 

Bride and Home’s voice is 
exemplified by an advice column 
whose writer Dhillon will identify 
only as “a very intelligent older 
lady." 

In the first issue, the columnist 
chided one woman worried her 
parents would spend too much on 
her wedding that the decision was 
theirs, not hers; cautioned a 
divorcee that she had to expect 
suspicion from the parents of a 
new boyfriend, “given the fact that 
you failed to remain married to 
your husband"; and advised a third 
intent on a love marriage, “you 
will not be able to expect much 
support from your parents should 
your marriage fail later on." 

Young Indians are stepping out 
of traditional roles, but few are 
straying so far they would rebel 
against Bride and Home's tone. 

“It’s my wedding - but at die 
same time 1 also see it as a family 
event” said Saloni Dayal, a 28- 
year-old Bombay lawyer. 

“I’m modern in the sense that 


if we were just the two of us," she 
said, recalling spats settled with 
her mother-in-law’s help. 
“Sometimes you need family. 
Sometimes the friction between 
just two people is too much.” 


I’ve been living on my own. But 
I'm traditional in the sense that I 


still feel attached to my family." 
Dayal and her advertising execu¬ 
tive fiance's plans fora small wed¬ 
ding and reception were overruled 
by their families. 

More than 300 people were 
invited to the late October wed¬ 
ding at an estimated cost of 
53,000. The reception ballooned 
accordingly, and cousins added a 
traditional gathering at which the 
bride's hands and feet are painted 
with intricate henna designs. 

Indrani Kashyap, a 24-year-old 
newlywed, found her own hus¬ 
band. but let her widowed mother 
and other relatives handle her elab¬ 
orate wedding for 600 in August. 
Then, like a traditional Indian 
bride, the advertising executive 
moved from her mother’s home to 
that of her husband's parents. 

“I don’t know if we would like it 


THE Bride and Home team of 
publisher Dhillon and editor Mila 
F. Terry spent a year researching 
its market discovering in the 
process that there are an estimated 
10 million weddings every year in 
this country of 960 million. 

Dhillon moved to New Delhi 
last August with her British fiance, 
a public relations agent starting a 
business there. Terry arrived about 
the same time with her Indian hus¬ 
band. 

Dhillon, who had a property 
investment company in London, 
also wanted her own business in 
India. With marriage on her mind, 
she was surprised to find no bridal 
magazine^.iip. a coyritj^.jwfhpre 
weddings.are so impqrtant,^pd so 
often suciflavish affairs.' 

Dhillon refused to say what her 
starr-up costs were but said she 
hoped to make a profit only after a 
year or so. At 60 rupees (about 
$ 1.60) a copy, her magazine is in a 
league with several glossy fash¬ 
ion, home decor, and women’s 
magazines that have appeared in 
India in recent years. 

Bride and Home, with its thick, 
shiny paper and ads for opulent 
wedding jewels, is directed at mid¬ 
dle and upper-middle class families 
willing to spend money on a wed¬ 
ding as a social statement New 
businesses selling cars, television 
sets and refrigerators have found 
the Indian middle class reluctant to 
buy - perhaps because they’re sav¬ 
ing up for a showy wedding. 

“Very few people actually 
understand that there’s an incredi¬ 
ble amount of wealth here,” 
Dhillon said. 

"And the moment when all this 
wealth and generosity and joie de 
vhre is on display is at a wed¬ 
ding” (AP)

At least 40% of employees choose not to exercise option to buy stocks

Some 40 percent of Bezeq workers didn’t exercise the 
option to buy shares in the flotation of the company last 
week, senior Bezeq officials said. ' 

The national telecom company raised NIS 460 million last 
week in a public offering. Workers were offered some 17.5 
minion shares, representing about 2 percent of the compa¬ 
ny’s shares. 

The shares were offered in two forms: stocks which were 
given on the basis of a past commitment maie-by tire gov¬ 
ernment during the offering of die telecoq) company in 1991 ■ 
and shares which were given as part of riie recent flotation. 

The 1991 shares were given to workers at NIS 0.41 per 
share, which reflects a discount of NIS 1.30 per share. The 
1998 shares were offered at NIS 5.78, reflecting a discount 
of 30%. . 

Senior company sources said that while almost all workers 
purchased the 1991 shares, only 60% bought the 1998 
shares.

Neeman calls 
for Brussels 
talks on Euro

Finance Minister Yaakov 
Neeman brought together senior 
ministry officials late Sunday night 
to instruct them on how to prepare 
papers to explain the likely impact 
of the European Monetary Union 
and its new currency scheduled to 
go into circulation next January. 

Neeman said Israel must begin 
talks with Brussels to leam of the 
likely effects of the currency chi 
various sectors of die domestic 
economy, according to ministry 
spokesman Motti Sherf. - 

The EU countries qualifying to 
adopt die single currency in 1999 
will be named the first weekend of 
May, based on how they match up 
against a series of targets for budget 
deficits, inflation, interest rates and 
currency stability. Eleven countries 
have expressed a desire to adopt die 
currency at the initial stage, with 
Britain and Denmark preferring to 
hold referenda and Sweden and 
Greece opting not to join. 

The Euro will give much greater 
strength to European markets, with 
a $3 - $3.5 trillion single-currency 
government bond market being cre¬ 
ated, for example, compared to 
some $3.4 trillion in die US. 

The Euro will be introduced grad¬ 
ually, initially for calculation of 
debt bond flotations and similar 
financial transactions. 

Neeman instructed Accountant 
General Shai Talmon to prepare a 
paper on raising capital in Europe 
once die Euro becomes legal tender. 
The ministry’s revenues section 
was ordered to work with die Bank 
of Israel on planning for the 
required changes to the basket of 
major currencies against which the 
shekel is traded. 

Today the Export Institute is 
holding a seminar to discuss the 
implication of the Euro on Israeli 
businesspeople. The Manufacturers 
Association yesterday published a 
survey suggesting only 22 percent 
of companies are readying them¬ 
selves for die new coinage.

Lloyd’s looking to expand activity here

Tevel Israel International 
Communications has received an 
option from United Pan-Europe 
Communications (UPC) to buy 
all its holdings in the American 
company Cabletel for $280 mil¬ 
lion, Discount Investments said 
yesterday. 

Cabletel had agreed during the 
last few months to purchase 
- Gvanim Cable Television and 
323% of Monitin Publishing. 

Gvanim holds the franchise to 
operate cable television in Rishon 
Lezion, Ramie, Lod and the 
Krayot and has 140,000 sub¬ 
scribers. Monitin owns the finan¬ 
cial daily Globes and stakes in 
other communication companies. 

UPC together with TCI 
Communications hold 463% of 
Tevel. Discount Investments and 
its sister company PEC Israel 
Economic Corp hold another 
483% of the cable television sup¬ 
plier. Tevel operates cable televi- 
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Sion systems in Tel Aviv, Ashdod, 
Ashkelon and the Jezreel Valley 
and has 240,000 subscribers. 

The deal is still subject to the 
approval of the Cable 
Broadcasters Association and the 
Antitrust Authority. 

Meanwhile, the Cable 
Broadcasters Association is due 
to approve the acquisition of 
9.9% of Matav-Cable System 
Media by Russian billionaire 
Vladimir Gusinsky, through a 
concern that he holds. 

Matav holds exclusive licenses 
to offer cable television services 
in Bat-Yam. Holon, Haifa, 
Netanya, Hadera and the Galilee 
area. The shares will be pur¬ 
chased from businessman 
Haoania Gibstein for $243 mil¬ 
lion. 

Attorney General "Elyakim 
Rubinstein approved the deal 
Sunday. The Cable Broadcasters 
Association plans to convene its 
next meeting on March 19. 

Acting chairman, attorney Zvi 
Hanser, is endeavoring to call a 
special meeting to enable the deal 
to go into effect as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Rubinstein's examination 
focused on the activities of the 
media controlled by Gusinsky in 
Russia, in the light of complaints 
that they were being exploited for 
business and political purposes. 

The Russian concern, repre- 
. seated in Israel by Mark 
Meirson, has recently set up a 
company jointly with die control¬ 
ling owners of Matav, the 
Dan Jen er family. 

Matav is traded both on NAS¬ 
DAQ in New York and on the Tel

Lloyd’s, the UK-based insur¬ 
ance underwriter, is looking to 
expand its activity in Israel, 
Lloyd’s CEO Ron Sandler told 
reporters yesterday in Tel Aviv. 

“We are a leader insurer in 
Israel," said Sandler in his second 
visit here. “We have always found 
Israel an attractive place to do 
business. We hope for an open 
regime that will allow foreigners 
to expend their activity." 

He mentioned the new legisla¬ 
tion concerning Avner Insurance 
Corp. as an opportunity. Avner, 
which is owned by the country's 
insurance companies, shares lia¬ 
bility for all motor vehicle policy 
holders. 

Sandler said that Lloyd's sees 
opportunities in reinsurance of 


Israeli companies. 

“When the economy grows, 
Israel as a regional center is creat¬ 
ing orders for insurance," he said. 

He added that his firm has an 
annual turnover of £50m. to £60 
million ($80m.-$96m.) from its 
activities in the local market. The 
sum includes earning from activi¬ 
ties of policy holders, reinsurance 
of companies and from insuring 
large Israeli companies, such as El 
AJ and the Israel Electric Corp., 
who deal directly with the Lloyd’s 
London Market. 

Sandler said that there are about 
20 Israeli syndicate members, also 
known as “names," out of which 
12 are resident here. He added that 
Israel is the company's largest 
market in the Middle East and is 
expected to become even bigger. 

Jonathan Gross, the syndicate 


representative in Israel, said that 
during the recent Iraqi crisis many 
of Lloyd’s underwriters expressed 
interest in offering war insurance 
to Israelis. 

Sandler told reporters that dur¬ 
ing his visit he will also meet with 
the superintendent of insurance at 
the Palestinian Authority. He 
added, however, that Lloyd’s is 
not involved there. 

Sandler commented that insur¬ 
ance prices worldwide are too low. 

“Prices are lower than ever. The 
prices are wonyingly low around 
the world but there is little we can 
do because of die high competi¬ 
tion." 

He predicts that in the future lots 
of insurers will find themselves in 
difficulties. He said, however, that 
prices are expected to remain sta¬ 
ble in the future. 


Saudis to skip OPEC meeting

DUBAI (Bloomberg; - Saudi 
Arabia won't attend an 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries meeting next 
week because, without 
Venezuela’s presence, the cartel 
can't act to lift prices, said a per¬ 
son familiar with the Saudi gov¬ 
ernment’s plans. 

Officials at the Saudi Arabian 
Oil Ministry declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Venezuela, OPEC’s largest vio¬ 
lator of agreed quotas, had said 
its oil minister wouldn't attend 
the Vienna meeting, even as 
Rilwanu Lukman, OPEC’s secre¬ 
tary-general, invited all the car¬ 
tel's members to attend. 

Venezuela produced 3.45 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day last month, 
according to the Bloomberg 
Energy Service. 34 percent more 


than its OPEC quota. 

Venezuelan Oil Minister Erwin 
Arrieta last week said he would 
not be able 10 accept Lukman's 
invitation to come to Vienna, cit¬ 
ing a prior official engagement, 
and added that he believes the 
“age of quotas is finished.” 

OPEC, which produces nearly 
40 percent of the world's oil, has 
said it will announce by tomor¬ 
row just which of its 11 member 


nations will send top-level dele¬ 
gates to an organization meeting 
set for March 16. If enough 
nations send delegates, the event 
could turn into an emergency 
meeting with the authority to cut 
quotas, a move which would 
potentially lift sagging oil 
prices.

After a protracted period of inaction, Tel Aviv’s primary market is gathering steam again 



O nly a month ago. die out¬ 
look for the <primary) pub¬ 
lic-offering market was 
quite gloomy. Companies wishing 
to raise money from the public 
reconsidered their plans and 
underwriters had to over stretch 
their marketing creativity, in nearly 
heroic endeavors, to increase the 
attractiveness of prospective nota¬ 
tions. 

The Maof 25 index, wnich had 
reached an all-time high of 319.06 
points at the end of October 1997. 
slid hack to a mere 278.IS by the 
end of January. Falling prices 
were accompanied by a sharp 
decline in volume, with the aver¬ 
age daily turnover plummeting 
from some N1S 280 million to less 
than NIS 100m. 

Understandably, prospects were 
grim at that point for companies 
seeking to raise money by offering 
securities. "Three weeks ago 
things seemed very bad,” admits 
Yakir Gabay, general manger of 
Leumi A Co. Underwriters. 
.Despite fears, 10 companies, 
including several which were 
planning their initial public offer¬ 
ing, submitted prospectuses to the 
Securities Authority hoping that 
the market would recover and con¬ 
ditions wouldn’t force them to 
abandon plans and lose face. 

Now. it seems, thai the slogan 
"He who dares, wins’* is coming 
true once again. The firms that 
were brave enough to proceed 
with their plans and lest the waters 
will apparently be rewarded. 

The Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, 
which suffered from a lack of 
interest since the beginning of the 
year, despite expectations for the 
mythological "January effect,” 
started rising in a miraculous way 
at the second ha If of February w ich 
the market appreciating for 10 
consecutive days, during which 
time the Muof surged almost 10 
percent and activity more than 
doubled. 

Presently, as investors wait for 
the next wave of public offerings, 
the prospects are much more 
favorable. 

The two leading offerings. 



Bezeq Israel Telecom and Bank 
Hapoalim. indicate that the market 
is ripe to absorb large flotations. 
Primary sig' indicate that the 
offerings planned by companies 
from the private sector will end 
successfully as well. 

"The recent market rise has 
improved the mood and investors 
are showing more interest,” says 
Gabay. whose company participat¬ 
ed last year in 25 offerings that 
raised a cumulative NIS 1.6 billion. 

The current atmosphere reminds 
Gabay of the second quarter of 
1997. which saw the highest num¬ 
ber of offerings in more than three 
years, in 199S, he believes, compa¬ 
nies will be able to repeat last year's 
success and raise some NTS 6b. 

Another successful offering was 
made by Bezeq, in which the com¬ 
pany raised NIS -460m. In addi¬ 
tion. the sale is expected to gener¬ 
ate another NIS 340m. when 
investors exercise options and 
convert bonds into shares. 

.Another positive sign came with 
Bank Hapoalim’s share offering, 
in which the government raised 
NTS 420m. two weeks ago. The 
offering, which was six times 
oversubscribed, reassured investors 
that the market is still interested in 
attractive companies. 

The successful offerings by 
Hapoalim and Bezeq are seen as 
positive signs for the whole under¬ 
writing industry - despite fears that 
these flotations have absorbed a 
large pan of the market s liquidity. 


One of the most encouraging 
facts is the involvement of foreign 
investors in the primary market. 

Lehman Brothers committed 
itself to invest NIS 40m. in the 
offering of Bezeq, and Bankers 
Trust Company also ordered 
shares for several million shekels. 
The move of the two US invest¬ 
ments banks, after Merrill Lynch 
bought a 12.5% stake in Bezeq 
last July, is another sign of confi¬ 
dence in the national telecom 
company. 

1998 may also be the year mark¬ 
ing an important change in the pri¬ 
mary market with foreign 
investors becoming involved not 
only in the offerings of the big 
blue-chips companies, in which 
stakes are mainly sold as part of 
the government’s privatization 
plan, but also in the flotations of 
smal >er companies. 

This phenomenon was clearly 
visible during the institutional ten¬ 
der of the offering of two real- 
estate companies specializing in 
property markets abroad. 

The first one was the planned 
IPO of Y.T. America-IsraeJ 
Investments, a real-estate compa¬ 
ny that buys and rents apartments 
in New York. The company 
belongs to contractor Yitzhak 
Tshuva, who made the headlines 
last week after wining control of 
Delek Israel in an impressive 
takeover, humiliating - with his 
rags-to-riches background -r the 
Raeanati family, one of rfie most 


prominent members of the local 
business elite. 

The company, which plans to 
raise NIS 180m. this week, will 
offer convertible bonds and NIS 
32m. in stocks. Gabay said that of 
the NIS 9 m. offered to institution¬ 
al investors, close to 25% was sold 
to Lehman Brothers and invest¬ 
ment fund Permal Emerging 
Growth. 

The institutional offering of 
Europe-Israel was even more suc¬ 
cessful in attracting foreign 
investors. The company, which is 
controlled by entrepreneur Mold 
Zisser, manages his Eastern 
Europe property business. 

Europe-Israel, which plans to 
raise a total NIS 234m. by the end 
of the year, managed to sell the 
whole institutional offering, total¬ 
ing NIS 12m.. to foreign investors, 
including Bankers Trust Lehman 
Brothers and Nagel Markar of 
Belgium. This came only two 
weeks after Merrill Lynch signed 
an agreement to acquire up to 
$L2.6m. of stocks and options in 
die offering. 

‘ "The foreign investors are show¬ 
ing more interest and they can 
already be seen in almost each 
offering. The trend is clear,” said 
Gabay. 

Another positive development 
this year, anticipates Gabay, will be 
companies offering more equity. In 
1997, die primary market was tak- 
ing its first steps after two yeans of- 
almost no activity, wj^tompajiies - 


preferred ro focus on issuing lower- 
risk convertible bonds. Gabay 
believes that the marker is ready to 
lake another step forward and 
absorb more equity offerings. "2 
believe that we will see a proportion 
of about 40% stocks and 60% 
bonds in 1998 compared with only 
20% in equity last year " he said. 

Another important develop¬ 
ment: In contrast to 1997, this year 
the number of medium- and small- 
scale companies going public is 
expected to rise. "Last year most 
of the money was raised by large 
companies such as Bank Leumi 
and Israel Discount Bank,” Gabay 
said. "The market needs new com¬ 
panies, and I believe that 1998 
would be characterized by a larger 
number of small and medium size 
firms going public.” 

If the current wave of public offer¬ 
ings ends up successfully, this might 
even happen in the second quarter, 
which is traditionally die strongest 
one, as firms can file prospectuses 
based on the annual reports released 
during the first quarter. 

Despite all of the above, the 
window of opportunity that 
opened in 1997 might close once 
again if the stock market reverses 
its positive course.

JL in Doha was a misleadingly

aftera Bank of Israel official asked 
Eisenstad: whether US investment 
in the prospective Middle East 
development bank would come at 
the expense of direct aid to region¬ 
al governments. 

”! can promise nothing." came 
the reply. This was coupled with 
an even more blunt remark that 
some countries in the region are 
already poised to receive less for¬ 
eign aid than they had grown 
accustomed to. 

The Israelis at hand were imme¬ 
diately ’lung. For his pan, 
Eisensladi repeatedly reiterated this 
view in subsequent visits to 
Jerusalem. In response. Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
repeat?i his own promise, deliv¬ 
ered ssiop.!;* after his election to a 
joint session of the US Congress, to 
support ‘.he cutback on aid to Israel. 

To lie mot: s irate his commit¬ 
ment. end fallowing American 
insistence. Netanyahu dispatched 
Finance M:ni ter Yaakov Nee man 
:_•> “’.i shire tor. in January to attend 
a mcc'ir.g w uh senior US Treasury 
brass ir order to further explore a 
pm^pccnve cut in US aid. which 
at rovci' ly 53 billion per-annum.

For now. while Israel’s econom¬

The Clinton administration’s 
displeasure with the Netanyahu 
government's handling of the 
peace process is also leading 
Washington to distance itself 
from ihe traditional commitment 
to a fixed annual aid package to 
Israel. Meanwhile, in an effort to 
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sustain what has already been 
achieved in the wake of the Oslo 
process, the administration 
prefers to promote Arab-lsraeli 
economic cooperation. 

Domestically, the administration 
is less determined to fight an 
increasingly stingy Congress. The 
aim, therefore, is a gradual reduc¬ 
tion of annual aid to Israel and a 
parallel increase, at iis expense, in 
the funding of a host of regional 
projects. 

Finagling with US aid to Israel 
is no simple mailer for 
Washington. The program, which 
has its roots in the heady days that 
followed the 1973 Yom Kippur 
War. has long been perceived as a 
monument to America's commit¬ 
ment to a staunch ally. 

Even during periods of diplo¬ 
matic tension. Washington was 
careful not to do more than throw 
a vague hint concerning the rate of 
the program. 

This decade, following the sign¬ 
ing of the Oslo Accords. Clinton 
promised then prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin that bold peace- 
related decisions would result in 
special economic backing. As the 
peace process developed^ Clinton 
also expressed a willingness to 
expand aid elsewhere in the 
region. 

Following the Hamas suicide 
attacks in 1995, Washington trans¬ 
ferred Israel an additional SI00 
million, with which the rDF pur¬ 
chased special X-ray technology 
that is now used on the border 
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passes berween Israel and Gaza. 

Last year, while congressional 
hostility toward increasing foreign 
aid was already rife, the adminis¬ 
tration failed to raise its share - 
which was, of course, w be the 
lion's share - in the Mideastem 
development bank's paid-up capi¬ 
tal. Eisenstadt has promised to 
undo this embarrassment ir. next 
year's federal budget. 

Washingtons attitude toward 
the regional-bank idea, xhich 
originated in the 1994 Casablanca 
conference, has had its ups and 
downs, in line with traJitiona! US 
suspicion of govemmem-sron- 
aored business endeavors. Now. 
however. Washington sees in me 
bank an efficient catalyst for Arab- 
lsraeli discourse and cooperation 
which can reduce, if no: overturn, 
regional tension?. 

Aimed at bridging 'h* private 
sector and the government ir. 
financing of regional project*, ‘he 
bank is lo function as a ronvuer- 
eia! institution, rathe: than substi¬ 
tute for. or even compete wish ir.: 
World Bank s Middle Eastern 
activity. Of rhe 19 courtP.ei ir.e > 
reiicalK involved ir. siUsClishiiiE 
it, only Japan, with 9 percent 
the hanks paid-up capita), anti 
Holland, with 3 1 ‘ . have taken ail 
the necessary steps to come up 
with the financing. 

Italy and Greece arc awaiting 
parliamentary approval for the 
transfers. Within the Middle East. 
Jordan is the only country :o have 
sisned the establishment cocu- 
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menu; of the bank, while Israel 
and Egypt arc postponing the sig¬ 
nature despite American pressure. 

Washington is not concealing its 
displeasure with Jerusalem’s foot- 
dragging. 

While in Jerusalem last fall, 
E.'sen.itadt publicly blamed Israel 
for “undermining the efforts of 
Congress." The US. he said, 
expected Israel to take a leading 
pari in the bank's establishment, 
adding that Israel and Egypt's sig¬ 
natures on the founding documen¬ 
tation wen? crucial in ensuring its 
establishment. 

Concerning the funds, 
Eisenstadt promised to work with 
Congress and the key regional 
members - Jordan. the 
Palestinians. Egypt and Israel - 
"to do everything possible to min- 
imize the sacrifice on all sides,'' he 
noted. 

The bottom line of all this is a 
•mir'i in the American focus from 
national to regional aid programs; 
"Less foreign aid and more eco- 
integration and private-see- 
.vr development." as Eisenstadt 
had hinisejf' put it back in Qatar. 

"I* quite obvious that looking 
ahead with Congress on foreign 
aid for the next five years, they are 
sending a signal that the aid "is in 
decline." he said. "It is still essen¬ 
tia! in a few key regions, but there 
is crowing focus on commerce 
c.nti economic development of the 
private sector, which is a general 
trend worldwide." 

In ether words, the US is gently 


telling Israel to adapt to a new sit¬ 
uation where the US annual budget 
cutback will be poured into invest¬ 
ments in other projects in the 
region. The cutback will be moder¬ 
ate, incremental and bi-laterally 
devised, but it will indeed happen. 

In fact, some of the aid has 
already been cut. 

In the past year, the administra¬ 
tion has cut back $50m. from 
Israel's aid package, and an identi¬ 
cal amount from Egypt’s program, 
and at the same time established 
an aid fund for Jordan. In the com¬ 
ing year, the amount for the fund 
will increase and will be financed 
again from the same cutback in aid 
to Israel. Consultations with 
Jerusalem were confined to deter¬ 
mining which clauses within die 
aid program would end up sacri¬ 
ficed for Jordan's share. 
Otherwise, Israeli protests went 
unheeded. 

Diplomatic sources in Jerusalem 
confirmed that the administration 
wants to send an Israeli-Jordanian- 
Egyptian-Palestinian delegation to 
Washington in order to promote 
the regional bank within congress. 
Israel and Egypt, however, are 
being evasive. 

Still, some in Jerusalem, particu¬ 
larly in the Foreign Ministry and 
the Bank of Israel, support the 
idea of funding a regional bank, 
arguing it would elevate Israel’s 
status in the global financial com¬ 
munity from aid recipient to aid 
granter. This, of course, is in addi¬ 
tion to Israel’s fundamental strate¬ 
gic interest in enhancing a more 
economically oriented Middle 
EasL 

Technically. tf American 
financing for the bank is not be 
confirmed within the next six 
months, it is bound to wither 
away, according Bank of Israel 
executive Gidon Shor. 
Meanwhile, due to the time tables 
on which it was originally 
devised, if the bank is not estab¬ 
lished by the upcoming summer, 
all plans will return to the draw¬ 
ing board, including its prospec¬ 
tive location in Cairo, which then 
might shift to Amman, 

Cairo has developed the linkage 
between political and economic 
development in the Middle East to 
an ait form, in stark contrast with 
the American belief that regional 
business and politics should be 
completely divorced. A Jordanian 
posting may help the bank operate 
while devoid of Egyptian-style 
political burdens.

Claridge Israel Chief Executive 
Jonathan Kolher said on Sunday 
ihe investment company boosted 
its stake in the holding company 
last week by I percentage point to 
27 .ri'r. 

'Claridge is trying io base its 
control in Koor," said Asher Sela. 
of the consulting division in 
United Mi/rahi Bank. 

Analysts said Koor could 
hecorne the target of a control bat¬ 
tle in the same way that Delek 
Israel Fuel Corp. was in recent 
weeks. Real estate investor 
Yitzhak Tshuva acquired 50% of 
rilling station operator Delek. 
overcoming efforts of Discount 
fnw.sinienls Corp. to retain con¬ 
trol. 

“Another Vitzhak Tshuva could 
come in and say. Td like the 
granddaddy of them all.”' said Ira 
Slomowitz. a trader at Israel 
Brokerage and Investments. 

Slomowitz speculated that Bank 
Hapoalim Ltd., a major sharehold¬ 
er in Delek char sold its stake to 
Tshuva. could do the same with its 
22.7*7' siakc of Koor. Bank 
Hapoalim gained l.79r to NIS 8.8 
vesterday. 


Discount Investments, which 
owns 37% of Delek, and Tshuva 
said Sunday they agreed to share 
management in the company.

Japanese stocks fell for the 
fourth time in five days on con¬ 
cern a new proposal to spend more 
than 10 trillion yen ($78 billion) 
on public works won’t revive the 
moribund economy.

beneficiaries of the package, 
gained. 

"The 10 trillion yen announce¬ 
ment was a case of crying wolf 
once too often,” said Paul Muller, 
a director at Scbroders Japan 
Ltd.’s equity sales desk. 
"Investors are realizing that public 
works alone will not rectify the 
underlying structural problems of 
the economy.*’ 

The benchmark Nikkei 225 
stock index fell 159.44 points, or 
0.93 percent, to 16,972.53. The 
Topix index of all shares on the 
first section of the Tokyo Stock 
Exchange fell 11-14 points, or 
0.86%, to 1276.81. Losses were 
futures led. Nikkei 225 index 
futures for March delivery traded 
in Osaka fell 200 points to 16.970.

Traders said they were frustrated 
economy-boosting proposals out¬ 
lined Sunday by Thku Yamasaki, 
chairman of the Liberal 
Democratic Party’s Policy Affairs 
Research Council contained no 
income-tax cut measures.

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
fell modestly yesterday as tech¬ 
nology shares slid following 
late Friday’s profit warning 
from Compaq Computer, the 
third such warning from a top 
technology name in as many 
days. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age fell 2.25 points to 8367.14. A 
midday gain of 55 points had put 
the Dow above 8,600 for the first 
time and threatened to top last 
Tuesday's record close at 
8584.83. 

Broader stock measures posted 
bigger losses, with the technolo¬ 
gy-heavy Nasdaq composite index 
suffering the heaviest damage and 
the Standard and Poor’s 500 turn¬ 
ing lower after a flirting with .a 
record high. 

The downturn came even though 
bonds extended Friday’s rebound, 
p ushin g the yield on the 30-year 
Treasury bond — a key influence 
on borrowing costs — fell back 
below 6 percent. 

Early last week, the long-bond 
yield pushed above that l^vel 
for the first time since 
December amid some robust 
economic data that spurred 
inflation fears. 

Declining issues outnumbered 
advancers by an 8-to-7 margin on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
with 1,371 up, 1,581 down and 
536 unchanged.

The dollar fell against the mark 
yesterday for u second day after a 
report showed a larger-than- 
expected gain in German industri¬ 
al production, fueling speculation 
lhat economic recovery may be 
taking hold. 

Traders boosted the dollar 
against the yen after a Japanese 
report showed household spend¬ 
ing fell and Asian currencies tum¬ 
bled, souring investors on Japan’s 
currency, industrial production in 
Germany rose 2.1 percent in 
January from December, exceed¬ 
ing the 0.4% gain Forecast in a 
Bloomberg News survey of econ¬ 
omists. 

"The gain in industrial produc¬ 
tion tool, the dollar down,” said 
Robert Katz, a currency trader at 
MTB Bank in New York. "We're 
seeing stronger German numbers 
and some people expect a turn¬ 
around there." 


The dollar fell to 1.8275 marks 
from 1.8345 marks late Friday in 
London. It also rose to 127.89 yen 
from 127.80 yen. Yesterday’s 
German report followed one 
Friday showing factory orders 
rose a greater-than-expected 33% 
in January. 

“I don't see any reason why the 
mark won’t gain," said Marian 
Bell, treasury economist at Royal 
Bank of Scotland in London. 
"German [growth] looks like it’s 
picking up.” 

The dollar gained against the 
yen as the Japanese government 
reported household spending fell 
in January for the seventh time in 
10 months, reinforcing expecta¬ 
tions the economy is headed for 
recession and interest rates will 
remain near record lows. 

"With the interest rate differen¬ 
tial and the problems with domes¬ 
tic spending, the fundamentals are

still there for a stronger dollar ver¬ 
sus the yen.” said Ralph 
DelZenero, a corporate currency 
salesman at First Chicago NBD 
Corp. in Chicago. 

Japanese household spending 
fell 4.0% in January, compared 
with the 3.8% decline economists 
had expected. 

Rounding out the yen's gloomy 


outlook, Asian currencies. led by 
the Indonesian rupiah, tumbled 
after the International Monetary 
Fund said it will delay the next £3 
billion installment in its aid pack¬ 
age to Indonesia until at least 
April. That would give the organi¬ 
zation time to see whether 
Indonesia implemented required 
reforms. 

“Events in Indonesia are having 
a profound effect on the yen," said 
David Becker, senior currency 
trader at Bank Austria in New 
York, who said the dollar could 
rise to 135 yen in coming weeks. 
“Until something definitive hap^ 
pens with Indonesia, die yen will 
remain weak.” 

The rupiah fell as much as 18%, 
extending its loss this year to 
almost 50%, and the Malaysian 
ringgit dropped more than 23%. 
Those declines hurt the yen 
because Japan is the biggest credi¬ 


tor for Indonesia and many other 
Asian countries. 

Asian countries also are among 
Japan’s biggest trade rivals. 
Weakness in their currencies 
lower the price of their exports, 
stepping up pressure on Japanese 
exporters. 

The yen also was dragged down 
by expectations a report due 
Friday will show Japan's economy 
contracted 03% in the fourth 
quarter from the previous quarter, 
leaving the economy on track to 
shrink 0.2%' in the year ending 
March 31. That would be the 
worst performance since the year 
ended March 31,1975, when soar¬ 
ing oil prices sent the economy 
into a tailspin. The US currency’s 
rise against the yen was capped, 
though, by prospects the Japanese 
government will take further mea¬ 
sures to lift its economy from a 
seven-year slump. (Bloomberg)

Oil prices have declined 
2S percent since OPEC agreed to 
raise output 10% in November, 
and prices have been underpinned 
by perceptions the March 16 meet¬ 
ing could become a full ministeri¬ 
al meeting that could cut produc¬ 
tion. 

On London's International 
Petroleum Exchange, April Brent 
crude futures fell as much as 35 
cenLs. or 2.6%. to SI3.24 a barrel. 


Coffee climbed amid concern 
that hoarding by Vietnamese 
growers is leading to lean sup¬ 
plies. Supplies of London-traded 
robusta coffee are currently lean 
as Vietnamese growers withhold 
beans from this year's record crop 
due to falling prices. The coffee 
futures contract closest to expira¬ 
tion dropped more than 3 percent 
in London last week. 

Vietnam, which may be set to 
overtake Indonesia as the largest 
producer of robusta coffee, could 
produce as much as 6.35 million 
60-kilogram bags in the crop year 
ending September 30, a 
Vietnamese coffee industry offi-

Sprewell: I wasn't trying to kill coach 


NEW YORK (AP) - Though he admits he 
had his hands around the neck of his coach, 
Latrell Sprewell insists he never choked PJ. 
Carlesimo and he does not need anger coun¬ 
seling before returning to the National 
Basketball Association. 

In an interview broadcast Sunday night on 
the television news magazine show 60 
Minutes. Sprewell said the marks on 
Carlesimo's neck were made by his nails and 
prove he wasn't choking the Golden State 
Warriors’ coach. 

“1 wasn't choking PJ. I mean, PJ., he could 
breathe. It's not like he was losing air or any¬ 
thing like that I mean, it wasn’t a choke, I 
wasn’t trying to kill PJ.,” Sprewell said in his 


first public comments since an arbitrator 
reduced his punishment Wednesday. 

“If you’re choking someone, you don’t get 
scratches. You get welts around your neck- It’s 
not like I was going to sit there and kill die man. 
No, I would have stopped, definitely." 

Sprewell attacked Carlesimo at practice 
Dec. 1. Two days later, the Warriors terminat¬ 
ed the remaining three years on Sprewell's 
$32 million contract The following day, die 
NBA suspended Sprewell for a year. 

But arbitrator John Feerick ruled the dual 
penalties were too harsh. He reinstated the 
contract and reduced (he suspension by five 
months, which means Sprewell will return to 
the Warriors July 1. 


Sprewell will forfeit $6.4m in salary for this 
season, but the Warriors must pay the final 
two years and $ 17.3m of his deal — unless 
they trade him and another team becomes 
responsible for the contract 
After die attack. Sprewell left the practice 
gym. He returned about 15 minutes later and 
was restrained by teammates. The former Ail- 
Star guard said he did not try to hit Carlesimo 
at that time. 

“It was all about die respect factor with 
me,” Sprewell said. “It was all about PJ. dis¬ 
respecting me as a man. You don’t talk to peo¬ 
ple die way that PJ. talked to me. To have my 
pride and my respect and my manhood means 
more than any dollar a mount"

AUSTIN (AP) — With his fingers numb and a wind howling, Casey 
Martin discovered that his right to ride a golf can had a downside on a 
day like this. 

He never got warm in his roofless cart and struggled to a 6-over-par 78 
on Sunday in the Greater Austin Open, his first competitive event since 
he won a lawsuit against die PGA Tour. 

“It was brutal out there,” Martin said after contending with 40 mph 
gusts and a wind chill of 21“F. “My hands were freezing and the clubs 
felt like I was holding metal rods. It was one of the hardest days I’ve 
ever played.” 

Martin isn’t allowed a windscreen or a roof under PGA Tour roles and 
he could have used one on Sunday. 

“The cart was a big disadvantage and 1 couldn't get loose,” said 
Martin, who limps on his right leg because of a disabDity from birth. “I 
can’t walk this course and I was considerably colder than die other guys 
because I never had a chance to warm up.” 

The 25-year-old had no birdies and six bogeys as he finished the tour¬ 
nament at even-par 288 well back in the field.

‘March Madness’ seeds set 


NEW YORK (AP) - Since the 
NCAA started seeding teams for 
its tournament in 1979, ther top 
four teams have never made it as a 
group to the Final Four. 

Expect that to continue for at 
least one more year. Despite the 
fact North Carolina, Duke, Kansas 
and Arizona have been considered 
the four best teams in the country 
since the end of January, March 
has always been cruel to at least 
one No. 1 seed. 

The hard part is trying to figure 
out which ones will go down 
before the Final Four in San 
Antonio. 

EAST 

While most eyes in the East will 
be on North Carolina as it plays in 
the NCAA tournament under a 
coach other than Dean Smith for 
the first time since 1959, the first- 
round pressure will be on Indiana. 
It tries to break a three-year streak 
of losing its first game. 

North Carolina will sink Navy 
and North Carolina Charlotte will 
min IUinois-Chicago’s debut to set 
up a second-round meeting 
between the in-state schools. 

Princeton and its Ivy League 
image will get by UNLV, which 
had to travel from The Strip, and 
Michigan State will prevail over 
its neighbor Eastern Michigan and 
lightning-quick guard Earl 
Boykins. 

Xavier should continue its run 
after winning the Atlantic 10 tour¬ 
nament, even though it might have 
problems with Washington's size. 
South Carolina won't fall into the 
trap of taking Richmond lightly. 

Oklahoma will keep Indiana's 
streak Jmact by picking up the 
game's tempo and Connecticut 


shouldn't have a problem with 
Fairleigh Dickinson.

There won’t be much of a 
problem making it seven over 
Nicholls State and then eight over 
Illinois State, which advanced 
with a win over Tennessee in a 
matchup of former Roy Williams 
assistant coaches. 

Illinois and Maryland are two 


solid clubs that should advance to 
the second round easily. 

Nebraska and point guard 
Tyronn Lue will keep Arkansas' 
recent slump going. Utah should¬ 
n’t have much of a problem with 
San Francisco and neither should 
Cincinnati with Northern Arizona. 

Temple and its tough matchup 
zone will prevail over West 
Virginia in a matchup of former 
conference foes. 

Arizona should handle 
Maryland in the regional semifi¬ 
nals, while Cincinnati wears down 
Utah. Cincinnati will find a way to 
beat Arizona. 

MIDWEST 

Kansas gets the easiest of the 
first-round matchups with the 
tournament's only sub--500 team. 
Prairie View. Murray State will 
upset Rhode Island as Mark 


Gottfried gets the better of his for¬ 
mer boss at UCLA, Jim Harrick. 

Texas Christian will keep the 
points coming as it beats Florida 
State, and Mississippi could even 
put up a higher number against 
Valparaiso. Clemsoa has righted 
things of late and should send 
Western Michigan packing, while 
Stanford won't become another 
first-round victim of College of 
Charleston. 

Detroit conies up big in Chicago 
against Sl John's and Purdue 
should roll against Delaware. 

In the regional semifinals, 
Kansas beats Mississippi, while 
Stanford knocks off Pu rdue.

Ray Nitschke dead at 61 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Halt of 
Fame linebacker Ray Nitschke, 
whose fierce play epitomized the 
champion Green Bay Packers of 
the Vince Lombardi era, died 
Sunday of a heart attack at age 61. 

Nitschke was driving with his 
daughter and 17-month-old grand¬ 
daughter near his winter home in 
Naples, Fla., when he fell ill. He 
was pronounced dead at Venice 
Hospital. . 

Nitschke, a third-round draft 
pick of Green Bay out of Illinois, 
played for the Packers from 1958 
to 1972 and was tbe defensive 
anchor on die Lombardi teams that 
won five NFL titles, including the 
first two Super Bowls. He was a 
member of die NFL's 75th 
anniversary all-time team. 

Nitschke and Dick Butkus were 
the standard for the punishing 
middle linebacker of the '60s and 
’70s. 

“He was one of the peat play¬ 
ers, not only in Packer history, but 
in NFL history,” Packers 
spokesman Lee Remind said. 

In a recent poll, be was voted the 
fourth-best player in the team's 
history, behind receiver Don 
Hutson, current quarterback Brett 
Favre, and Bart Starr, the quarter¬ 
back cxi Lombardi's teams. 

“Ray was personable, outgoing 
and a great friend of so many of us 
in pro football,” NFL commission¬ 
er Paul Thgliabue said “He made 
die transition from an intense mid¬ 
dle linebacker during his Packer 
Hall of Fame playing days to an 
entertaining goodwill football 
ambassador during more recent 
years. 

Nitschke, who made his home in 


Green Bay after his retirement, 
was often at Packers practices and 
traveled to road games. He was a 
man whose friendly demeanor was 
in static contrast to his fierce on¬ 
field persona, chatting with 
whomever approached him. 

On the field Nitschke was a 
destroyer. 

“He was a thunderous tackier," 
Remind said “He didn’t know the 
meaning of "taking it easy on die 
football field He did that every 
play of his career. 

“He was intense about his pro¬ 
fession, about as intense as any 
performer in the history of the 
game. He was a very devoted 
tether to his three children off the 
field” And an unforgettable team¬ 
mate. 

“He was THE man,” teammate 
Willie Wood said “He was a guy 
who played with a lot of great 
tenacity. Every time you saw him 
you knew he was ready to play.” 

But Nitschke also had something 
else. “He had that ability to make 
people like him, and for that I 
would never forget him," Wood 
said 

The death was the second in the 
past month involving a former 
member of die Packers’ champi¬ 
onship teams of the 1960s. Former 
defensive end Lionel Aldridge was 
found dead of natural causes in his 
suburban Milwaukee apartment 
Feb. 12, two days before his 57th 
birthday. 

Nitschke's wife, Jackie, died of 
cancer in 1996. Other surviving 
children include his sons John and 
Richard. The Packers said 
Nitschke would be buried iq 
Green Bay. *

Adams claimed the vital wicket 
of (nzamam-ul-Haq (4) with a fine 
googly that drew the batsman 
from the crease and allowed wick¬ 
etkeeper Mark Boucher to com¬ 
plete a sharp stumping. 

Allan Donald struck twice in 
two overs by trapping Morn Khan 
lbw for one with a slower ball and 
then delivered a major blow when 
he had opener Saeed Anwar 
caught at slip for 55 off a flashing 
drive. 

It was Anwar’s only loose shot 
in his 109-ball innings but it left 
Pakistan on 75 for four and proba¬ 
bly spelled the end of their slim 


hopes of saying the march.
